In our hady surrey of the palace, we have 
add nothing ^ the domestic offices. At will 
easily Aw imsginedt^with sneh on enormous 
establishment to provide for, these were im- 
mense. 

Where feasUng was going on continually, 
magy kitchens and many cooks were needed. 
There were jOesh larders and Ash lardera, a 
great battery, a confectionary, wine cni^llars 
and beer cePan, coach houses, and stables that 
hdd fi^e acoro horses. Imagine the din and 
Confusion oeoasionod by sni^ a host of sei*- 
vants. 

Many of the saloons and halls within the 
palace wero sumptuoudy fnmishod; but the 
King^sapartments wore loss splendid than those 
of*bis favourites. A greaf patron of th^ arts, 
os is well known, Charles the First bad mode 
an admirable collection of pictures ; and though 
some of these wero lost, the chief part had been 
recovered, and now adorned the woUa of the 
great goUery. • 

Viewed from the liver, whence it was soon 
to thb gfreatest *advantage, Whitehall, from 
its irregularity of outline, presented a very 
pi(|f;aiysfine appearance. Though wanting in 
elevation, and having many architocturnf 
defects, unquestionably it was the pltsasantest 
of royal residences, os its master, who knew 
better than any other monarch how to enjoy 
himself, pmfectly understood.

met by the Mayor of Calais, and the heads 
of the Munleipu Connoil, in thmr robes, who 
bent the knee before him, and offered him the 
keys of the town ofi a velvet caghlon. 

This ceremony gone through, a prooeasion 
was quicl^ formed, at the head of which 
marched fiie Moyor and the Munioipsl Ooun* 
cil. 

These authorities were followed bgr the 
LieutenanbGovemor on horseback, wearing a 
riclily-f uored mantlo. 

Fortunately, the citizens of London had 
landed in time to join the procession, and 
they followed Lord Wenlook. 

A body-guard of mounted arohers preceded 
the King, who rode a milk-white charger, and 
wore a crimson volvot snrooat, lined mth 
ermine. On his right side walked IsidSro, 
agd on the loft dande. 

Behind his Majesty oamo the two royal 
dukes, with tlio whole of the nobles who hod 
been in ntlendance upon him during tho 
vojiige, while another troop of archers brought 
ux) tho rear of the prouebPion. 

In such state, amid the roar of cannon, 
tho ringing of bulls, Ihe beating of drams, 
and loud fiourishos of trumpois, intermingled 
niith the shouts of tho inhabitants, Edward 
entered Calais by the Lantorn Gate, and pro- 
ceeded to tho cathedral, where he offered up 
thanks for his ^e voyage, and invoked 
he/tven's lud fur liis arms.

Esxt day tho disembarkation commenced, and 
was eonduoted with the greatest possible dia- 
patoh.

Tho 
oamp ynA divided into six qnartm, four 
of which were allotted to tho horsemen, as 
being the meet numoroos, end two to the foot-< 
men. Thzongh .the midst of the tents ran a 
broad Btreetj.and in the centre of the camp a 
large square was reserved for the aasombling 
of the troops. Another jdace. sonounded by 
palisades, was appointed for tho horses ; and . 
near the market-pluee wa<i on onti'onched 
spot, designed for the nmnitiou of tho ord- 
nance. ^ ^ 

Bi Bides the ordinary tonis, there woro otticrs 
mneh largely and handsomer, in wldch the 
knights and officers wero W^ged. Bell-shaped 
and fashioned of rich stuff, these tents were 
surmounted by banners, embhuoned with the 
arms of thuir oocunants. • 

But the most quendid feature of the camp, 

’ and which threw all else into the shade, was 
the royal parilion, which was placed in a 
commanding situation near the town. This 
suporb tout attracted umveisal attention Its 
size wqis equal to its splendour. It consisted 
of five of the latest tents or pavilions, com- 
posed of (doth or gold, and eoiinooted by co- 
vered poBsi^os, BO as to form a palaco of im- 
mense extclit, and coniprehonding every con- 
venience. This will he ^mlei stood when wo 
state that cacii of the n^c giand pavilions 
had a smaller t<^nt attached to it on eithoi 
side, and only separatod bytortoinqfrom thb 
other x>art pf the structure. 

The intedoi* of this gorpous silken palace 
was truly regal and magmfioent, and consti- 
tuted a serieB of splendid apartments, in which 
the iwwit^yal dukes, with the Lord High Ghon- 
osQor aid all the nobles and ktights in im- 
medSaike attendance upon the King, could be 
lodged. Here also were lodged the wealthy 
eitmens of London, whom Bdward had invited 
to accompany him on his warlike expedition 
toVraace. Here the luxurious monarch conld 
be served with as much statq and mlendour 
as if hs bod been at Windsor Castle. Here 
he banqueted dailjri a long table, decked with

On a bigh oatafalqiiOy ooiii^aoiiBly placed in 
the centre of the nave Ivt Westminster Ahb^^ 
and covered with a black velvet pall« edgM 
with silver, and embroidered with the royal 
badges, the falcon and fetterlock, the rose 
and 8im> and the white hart, lay the lifeless 
body of the Sing, who had only breathed his 
last at on early hoar on the same day. ^ 

Bored to the waist, the nobly-proportioned 
franio of the deceased monareh^ looked as if 
Boalptnred in whitest marble, and was full of 
subdued dignity, repose, grace, ondi resigna- 
tion, which gave to his featores a peculiar 
charm. 

Over the low& partof the person was thrown 
an ample cover ox cloth of sijvor. and tbe head 
rested upon a large pillow of black satin 
fringed with silver.

If not deeply niouitied, 
Edward* was sincerely regretted. ‘Whale vor 
may Jiavo been his faults, he. had won the 
regard of his subjects, and his poimlariiy wos 
at its zoaith when he was prematurely cut off. 
Many a tearful glance was cast at his noble 
porsoxi. Many a prayer 'was breathed for the 
repose of his ^ul. If he had been a slave 1o

Something is added also to serve the purposes of notes, 
not with a view to fatigue the attention, but to enable those 
who have not the fairest knowledge of the idiom of our ver- 
nacular and such indnlgeuoe is expected as well to bo far-firom 
rmsiug the resisting feelings in somf rca<^ers of critical turn 
mind. ' * < 

This story is so very pathetic throughout, that those who 
take delight to pass their time in study, some times for their 
own good, Siud at othom for the benefit of the pigmy writers 
by pointing where their errors lv>, are particularly requested 
to read it whole <and entirb so as to encourage the poor trans- 
lator, and most of those, who out of a sad want of self-confi- 
dence suffer their own natural parts to smother into death in 
their very embryos. • 

But as for reconciling the apparent incong.aity of a 
father’s inhuman conduct towards his owif begotten children 
1 would advise all for satisfaction’s sake to peruse that chap- 
ter of the Bon^an history which treats oi the inhuman judg- 
ment of p fathdr towards his own son, altliongh he was not 
influenced to run into througK tho advice of tho wife of the 
age.

As 
sons and oceans are iiael^s to man in consequence of salt water, 
'though hold the richest' and most yaluable diamonds, pesjrls and 
baubles of all and every discrip tion, so is manvwithout a child with 
the possession of all oljher blessings; such as the vaunt of pedigree, 
wealth and some such as qiay stimulate even the princes and poten- 
tates with sentimeilts of emulation to compete.

Having 
in thi8‘'way consoled Basanta, be went into the interior of the 
thick forest. ,Li.st»‘ii Deo?*Children 1 The oft-told precept, that 
** miefurtiiiie never comes alone.” One is sure to follow another 
and the one that follows is sure to be more frightful, than that 
which preceded. When a man first encounters a calamity, he is 
sure to meet very soon with series of misfortunes. Like the cloud 
in the firmament, when it brings raip, it soon brings with it one 
after the other storms, thunder and lighinings. the depar- 

ture of Bijaya, his younger had cast^lfixed gaze towards the direc- 
tion, through which his brother jRt^ed. By this time a handsome

B)^t when Jie got no answer 
in reifirn, though he called aloud so repeatedly anib when he was 
about to hold him op in his arms, he sarv th ; mark of th^nake- 
biSmg^Uiid foams are issuing %nt o^ his month and he is almost 
breathless. The sight of thfb nnfarournble omen and the mark 
of the Btiake-biljng made Bijaya tlflnk the death of his brother, but 
to give vent to his passion, which agitated his mind, be cried in 
a tone expressive of trnely fraternal affection. my deoA brother t, 
Hy dear Basanta I Witit this tone of pity, he fell Urn a plan- 
tain tree on the marble stair-coee.

At last Bijaya having fed 
his brother most of those fruits, he himself ate the remainder. 
This appeased their hunger to the greatest extent. The wise 
saint having very minutely observed both the prince capdpie, re- 
marked thus, I sai^tiinely believe, that you 4iWo brothers seem to 
ha\e relinquished kingdom, bat I am altogether incapable of 
forming any jiidgt*.mouir as to the true cause of your desperate

Please pass the nigV^ bere in my humble 
nrinsion.'l' . Bijaya gladly accepted the o(rv‘.r of his benefactor aiid 
h<*l(i his brother’s arm with his right hand and with his left be held 
the reins of the horses and followed ^tlfe wise hWJJF; who used to live 
in the oentre of one of the spaeigusxavitios of the mountain.

How very 
wiinilftr was the expression of late Rajah* Ram Mohnn Roy, who 
was afraid on his way to Buropo by the dashing wares of the 
blue Atlantic. I deem it needless to repeat it here, as it has 
been sung so often and often by the theatrical performers and by • 
the songsters of tlio common place oharaqjllim'. The song is so 
rery pathetie, that howerer old and ‘bjickneyed it may have 
become, we hear it every time with fresher and fresher delight,* 
so much so that to a man of attentivi and contemplative turn, 
it conveys his immortal and immaterial soul, nearer and nearer 
to the supreme agent. ^9^en he saw, that nothing promises 
better, he’spoke the following in a sorrowful tone. Ah I Dear 
Santa ; where are you now ? We were predestined to die hero 
in this horrible and distant retreat. Yon could know nothjng of 
the sad catastrophe." Thus he bewaH^, bnt to keep up the spirit 
of his brother, he did’nt express all these. He ratUbr wiped the 
tears of his eyes clandestinely, so that his younger brother may not 
know it, as that wonld make him more and more afraid which like 
fuel wonld add to th<vfire of sorrow, but without any better conse- 
quence whatever. But mind, dear readers, that face likp glass often 
and invariably^isplays the secret workings of onr mind. Basanta, 
having come to^d&rn the ihqtter from the very countenance of his 
brother.

shall fetch it in the dawn of the oarly morning. After a while 
nature held a stillness.* The beetles and the worms commenced their 
croaking noise. The little drops of night dews began to shine like 
pearls on the tops of grass and the east appeared to hare worn a 
deep scarlet cloth resembling blood in color. Gradually the dark- 
ness having ceased to mantle oe’r the face of natucc, when every- 
thing began to appear faintly through the ray of ‘day light, Bijaya 
without further delay, first held up his brother's hand in way of 
helping him to maunt up the horsc*and then he rode himself and on 
their way hithef and thither for search of roads. He suddenly saw 
one, that directly leads to Mitjiilanuggnr. The youngest being 
very hungry and thirsty after a jonm^ of some considerable dis- 
tance, was obliged to fall straight on the back of his horse. It was 
no wonder at all. In the first place, he was a boy* of too tender 
an ago. Secondly, he did’nt receive a morsel of bread throughout 
the whole Wy and night to break his fastv Ho spoke in a faint tone 
*< My Dear ,2>ada / I am quite disabled to stay upon the back of the 
animal, hov* ceald I hold the reins of the horse, when^ 1 out of 
weakness, arising from total starvation am incapable of standing 
erect. Please dismount me soon or I am in danger befalling down. 
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Bijaya forth with alighted from his hors^ oiul held np liis younger 
to dismount him, after h’hich he addressed him thus with tears in 
his eyes, expressive of truly fraternal affi^ion. My dear Bosanta ! 
wait till my return and I shall bo back with^water, with the glance 
of ac eye. Basanta cast a fixed gaze on the side of his brother’s 
return. At intervals he had cried like the confined calves, that low 
repeatedly in expectation of the quick return of ^eir old dams with 
this melting tone. Dada ! My dear DadaJ WMuro are yon ? Bijaya 
had then gone to some distance, but being unable Jbo ascertain, which 

way to take and which to avoid and where the water to be had, he*

sat at the foot of a Tamnl tree and began toawcep. However, 
ho had the good luck to soe^ a sbe rabbit licking the body of her 
young ones. The body*of softie of them were spotted with clay, 
and others’ were moistened with wattir.* Bijaya reached a large tank 
by treading the foot print of the animal and when he was thinking 
of the means of fetching water, ns he had no pot with him theft, he 
suddenly saw a large elephant running a^th all speed towanls him 
by nusing his trunk above his Imod. Bijaya with fear stood behind 
a tree. The elephant seeing that from a disltance, directed his step 
towards him, when the animal came near to Bijaya, who being 
confounded with fear gftivo out thus in a pitiful tone. Ah Jove I 
I am sure to die now by this elephant. My death is* not at all 
a matter of regfq^ but who^ would relievo my brother from the 
unquenchable thiret in so loansome a place, where ho is loft alone, 
remote and unfriended. Ah I in what inextricably dangerous 
position we must have been exposed. On\he one hand the elephant 
is coming to kill me ; on the other Basanta is. labouring under 
pangs of death for want of water. What could 1 do ? I don’t 
see evin a single one, whom ^ould I recommend for merey upon my 
brother. O just and merciful Ood.^ I pray thee with* all my might 
and strength in %iy hours of death to save that orphan.” Whilst 
lamenting thus 4he sad castatrophe of their jnvinile care^, he had 
fallen on the ground. The elephant then took him upon his head 
and went on with haste. Whilst Basanta being exhausted with 

a 

hunger and thirst had fallen down as dead on fbe*^round without 
strength to^ utter, any other sound, than this in a very low and 
pathetic tom^ndicative of truly fraternal affection. ( Dada ) 
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where are you gone to fo]r water and for wLem ? I am about to 
breathe my last. Happily by this time* Rerd. Saradwaj Muni 
happened to pass by the very same way and seeing the boy 
exposed thus, began fp think within himself. This lad seems to be 
a prince from his very appearance, but how is he come hepe nn- 
attcniled is something, what cannot easily be accounted for. 
Some one mnstrharc accompanied him here, as I see a couple of 
horses. Let nio clhscr him first with few drops of cold water and 
then 1 shall question him about. With this Tiew, he brought a 
' water pot full of water, but began at first to pour water a drop 
after drop in his dry tongue. The boy being thus ervived a little, 
himself held the pot and drank the whole water and having cast 
his eyes towards the Revd. gcntleufbn, qficsiioned thus in n very 
obliging air. “ Who are ydu T ( Sir ) you saved me when I was 
on the point of dying fon want of water. Can you say, what is 
become of my eldest brother ? Long since he is gone to look 
after water for me.” H^tic*e the Rpvd. Sire came to know, that 
his brother is come with him. Most likely, he must have come to 
similar harm. *What 'else could possibly detain him so long ? 
However it is a duty incumbent upon me to soothe this boy now. 
The Revd. S^r to comfort and support him under such an awful 
position, said in way of encouragement. Dont be afraid of. Your 
brother is about to be back. I sKall wait upon till then. But 
lot me know in the mean time,«what accidieftt must have eon- 
Tcyed yon two brothers here in this sad and desolate recluse ? 
The boy answef\>d I c&n hardly* enterpret it to your satisfaction. 
(Sir) My brother can folly release you there in that delicate point. 
Thenc the sage concluded, that there is no chance of knowing all 
the particulars of the sod event savq and except one or twb ques- 
tions to the 'point. I must h^ve that alternative. In the first 
place, he put this question. ** Whose sons ard you and where 
is your l^rth plaoe*? Basanta answered, Joy Sen is my father's 
nUme, the name of my eldest brother i» Bijaya Chandra and my 
name is Basanta Cobmar, Joypore is our country house. Hence 
the sage ednclnded, that Joy Stm, the Rajah of Joypoaa after the 
death of his wife, took a second. He must have beiui prevailed 
upon through the instigatian of the wife of his^ vge to be the 
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author of this sad event. 1 must be little^ more inquisitive on this 
nice subject. So he asked thus to Basauta. Is it that you are 
compelled to leave your house for the harsh treatment of your step- 
mother, or for the constant bad behaviour of^ your father through 
your Ltep mother’s malicious instigation.” ’Die boy ansvrered, no 
no. Our step-mother said nothing about. We were in onr own 
room, when Santa ouremrse seemed to have whispered something 
to my brother. A little after, the town guard mme and bound ns 
both with a rope and placed os in a dark and dismal dungeon for 
the night. Just look here in my hand the visible mark. The Mum * 
tv as astonished and affected with the very sight of such ah inhuman 
deed. He then further a^ed^ “What followed next ?” The boy 
answered. The followiij^ mdirning*, wo had to stand in front of 
cur father, * who in a fit of diabolical*an'^er gav*e orders to slay us. 
My brother holding fast his feet, began .to cry, but he still re- 
mained inexorable. Then came the Chief minister to unloose* the 
tie. He gave us the horses with instruc^ns to leave the Rajdom 
without delay. My brother has brought me here. I had requested 
and insisted upon him to return to onr own home, but he paid no 
heed at all. But ( Sir ) you told me just now, that my brother 
would return soon. Why is he not back yet ? I am very hungry, 
whom shall I apply for relief ? Description as this (tabled the 
sage to know albt^e incidents oi' their lives, in all their bearings 
and under each oftheir minutiae. The heart of the holy devotees 
are naturally susceptible of pity, and the relation of such pathetic 
circumstances melted him still fnore easily.

Hiir 
breast was wettSfi all over with tears, whilst ho was pronouncing 
these words. Tl^ wise sage to console him said. .“My dea| Bosanta 
I wonld’nt forsdee you. FJease cease to harbour such thoughts. 4[f 
you can’t trust, or depend upon my mere words you may for your 
satisfaction’s sake keep with you my beads,* that’B*{he only way to 

* Beads a^ mnfirin use among the Hindus of all castes, specially among 
the followers ^|^Crisna, who all in a body rise against him, who does not 
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detain me.' The wise seer thus set about foa fruits. After a long 
search he had brought good many apples, guavas and some other 
sweet fruits. The boy ate most of them with good appetite. The 
sago stopped there for a long while in expectation of Bijaya 
Chandra’s return, but at last being despaired of his return, 
he spoke to Basanta. ' My dear boy I Most likely your brother’s 
return time is otoi*. If he be alive, sometiu^e or other we are sure 
to sec him. As fo'* the present you better follow me. No sooner 
did he hear these words^ than he began to cry aloud again. The 
Muni to stop hull, spoke thus. Cry no more, cease to cry. Don’t you 
hear the roarings pf the tigars? It is no longer advisible on our 
part to remain here. Let ns leave this place as soon as possible. 
Basantu immediately stopped througji fear. The Muni held up 
his arms, inordcr to put him easily on the back of his horse and 
himself trot on foot with^tho bridle in his hand, the other horse 
followed them. The Muni reached his residence by the dusk of 
evening. The sage had ]()cy'er been blessed with a child, so his 
wife named Booduckhina was in tj^o habit of caressing and feed- 
ing the childremof hermeighbour as her own. It baffles the power 
of description to insinuate into the minds of others, the joys she 
felt on receiving so tender and lovely a boy^as Basanta, the coun- 
tenance of whose face was so lovely and commanding, that a 
mother of hundred children would be no less anxipus to discharge 
her duties with maternal care towards him. 11b is no wonder, that 
she who had never given birth to any child would with greater delight 
run to her own abode with tlie boy<in her arms, who is in every res- 
pect the delight of mankind.* The next morning, the children of 
the neighbouring Munis flocked to his door for sport, but 
Basanta being a stranger, dared not come in front of those boys. 
He had seen only the wife of Sarajwa] Muni in the preceding 
. night, so he sat silent close by lier. But during the Intervals he 
remembers bis brother, he used to repeat this word in a crying 
lone. Dada, Dada. The wife of the seer to support and soothe 

him, inorder to make^ him forget his brother, used to hold him up

turn round each of those beads in bis lot at l^t ten thousand: of times ill 
course of a day. Sometimes they exoomihiinicate him. ^ 

* The sweetest thing, that ever grew beside a human d% jr«. 
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ill. her fond arms, pointing her fingers towar&s iiie csItA and other 
objects, that can easily 4ake np the jnrinile attention. Thus when 
he beoame aequainted with the ohildren of the neighbour and when 
he was at play with them, the memory o( his brother gradually be- 
gan^^o fade. Thus a few days having been elapsed, the Muni 
had p^cribed the boy a daily task with all ‘other children of the 
neigbonrhood. At fimt, he felt as is usually ^e case with little * 
boys somewhat vexed and disturbed, but whonslie had relished to a 
certain extent, the pleasures of education, Jio devoted his time only 
in the study of the learning of every thing with* indomitable zgals 
examplary deligencean<f resoluteness.

In tha firs&placcs he was born of a royal blood 
so he must have the aoknowlcdgedsidvnntagcrof a sharp and pene- 
trating understanding and reteniivo memory.* Secondly, ho had 
the rare benefit of the spiritual and secular instructions of p reli- 
gionist, consequently in a comparatively short time and with little 
labour, his mind became a store-house of knowl^go of all and 
every kind.

Besides from the very frailty 
of their nature, they subject themselves to falsehood, chicanery, 
fraud, hypocraey, selfishness qnd affeqtedues.s.^ The religionists 
are entirely exempted themselves from the stain of all those evils. 
In society it is hardly possible to meet with Tiers*onB altogether free 
from jhe guilt of the abotc-mentioned vices. Man imbibes all 
thoso-vicious habits from thdir very birth and relaiu them through-

rid of thr.o) rninous principles. Basauta mode him.soir critjpally 
acquainted with all the branches of scientific, theological anG liter- 
’ ary learning not ^ong before he reached majority. The wise sage 
observing the matufity of liis age, questioned him one day in way 
of colloquial talk, so os to loam, how far is his character imma- 
culately pure. One day, he said. My dear child ! A Brahmin 
named Mannjaused to walk when he was young in a state of mind 
full of thoughts of various sorts to gratify his lustful a])petitcs, 
diiring which a certain mountinn fc^i rinvler his observation the 
pinnacle of which robe so high,*tbat it seemed to have tonched the 
firmament itself. Manuja coming close to the mountain began to 
walk ffastor and faster, but the level not being smooth he was obs- 
trnct(‘d anil put to pain. , Hbwovor bj patience and perseverance, 
be came close to its foot, whciicp, he saw, that tW9 women* are 
coming down hasMy from the summit of it. Of those two ethereal 
ladies, one bad worn an embroidered cloth and was somewhat of 
irregular habit, but the other was extremely. mild, faithful and of a 
modest look. She had no ornaments indeed, but her natural beauty 
arising from unaficcted modesty stirvcd the purpoEi^s of best orna- 
ments.

of my path follow me. What more could X say to ooroborate my 
■ assertion than this, that the whole spadons land is thickly over- 
crowded with passengers, who follow me. Whilst Friangana 
was «£n8 engaged to take np the minds of the passengers with 
false hope. Sriangana came to Monuja with slow motion and , 
proclaimed with smilfng tone. My dear Manj^a I am come here 
to point you the road, that wonld lead yen easily to yonr journey’s 
end. You are at liberty to follow the oife or other, according 
as yon think right an^il expedient. Psiangana said, Manuja T 
Don’t suffer yourself to be led away by false* promise of Srtan- 
gana. Her way can^seldem yield yon that ease, which yon so 
long and so earnestly sought for. * If you fohow me, yon will find 
the facility of the way I spoke to with case and withont delay. 
The difficulty of the other way is already described. The happy- 
ness attend to those, who follow mo, is something that bafflds the 
description even of a recondite speaker. Bee for^ instance, the 
spring itself is a season of psrennialjoys and hilarity. Besides 
what a new thought of boundless* joys'spontdneously arises in 
hnman mind from the observation of tbe fresh and tender loaves of 
trees and plants. Mdi-eovcr the very sight of new-bnd flowers, 
whence the bees* extract honey is a scene of indescribable reflec- 
tion. Indepeiftljntly of those, when a snnburnt man enjoys the 
cooling breeze of the mount Sumaeru at the foot of shady trees and 
when he gets his ears cheered with slow and sweet notes of the 
country birds, how then his miftd bcconfb a pleasant home of happi- 
ness. The worldly wise men having visited the Jirst flour, then the 
second and the third storied^room ^nd last «.f all the highest rooms 
covered with soft beds like^beds of roses, each of which being the 
abode of heavenly beanties>who ^ass their time with such delight, 
as exceeds the*powerof description and speaking, engaged in the 
exercises of dancing and language of jokes an^ fpns. maxi- 

mum happiness of Sriangana can scarcely ho reckoned here in

this presont happiness, in 'expectation of the one, though of the 
rarest order, that may follow here after ? Sria said in her 
tarn. Whatever Pria has • said, My dear, is not far from troth 
indeed. For he who closes my way is to undergo a difScult^ in 
the Hrst instance, as- he who has not previously nasterSd the 
lustful passions incapable of relishing the sweets of the joum^ 

1 lead to. The chie^ thing here required of man is to conquer his 
passions. But man adopts duplicity of manners and becomes victim 
to passions and out of bad nature gets deprived of real and perma- 
nent felicity ]like those trees, that get denuded of blossoms and 
leaves by the impuisc of wind and sometimes storms. Wherefore 
every one fof Is difficulty to conie to the wjy I point at, but that 
great and glorious soul, who forsook the vicious out of fear of tho 
infection of tho poison of sin and who by conquering the passions 
associated tlio wise men an'd followed the ever happy path I conduct 
to, cafi be bpppy on sea, on lai\d, in society, in solitnde, in tbo hurry 
and bustle of ^ho presidency towns, in the dead of nigbt and in tho 
broad daylight under all c^nmstahees, always and at all places 
can enjoy tbo pure and unsullied satisfaction, that often and in- 
variably attends my followers. Language can seldom afford a 
term to express tho happiness I have described. Those who have 
once relished that pleasure, can safely expatiate over all the 
plain maize of happiness I recommend, to. Nono 'else can say, 
what it is.

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like common gliise for a short whUe^ but the one Sria recommends 
is like pearl, does npt shine so das^lingly indeed, but shines 
continually mth unfading brightness, so man must as a gifted and 
49uperior being adopt Sria’s counsel. The wise Muni having 
got the reply said. True it is, but the majority of people oven 
amoif^^ the learned and wise follow Pria though they pretend to 
show themselves in a different light, simply for the good will of • 
the commimity they movo into. The main purport of tho latter 
part of this chapter is, to let us know, *lhat people are not what 
they pretend to be. If all be so candid an^ frank, as to lay o^ei^ 
tbeir heart then and there a right clue can bo had, whereby to de- 
cide how far tho one or the other is right.

Mr (loar ChiUlren I Batianta Oootnar under the paternal vuo'f of 
. Sarnthf aj Mnni made a very creditable progress in all the branches 
of education in general.

Sheuvade hei^elf a favorite of her lord, not 
so much through iliecharnis of her body, as by her snrpassiug accom- 
plishments of mind. As man is often taken up by the sweet and 
melodious notes of black birds, without any regard as to the beau- 
ty or defonuity of her appearance, .so was this wise Bajali ena- 
moured with the inward accomplishments of lii« ^noen consort, 
who had all the requisite virtues, that adorn the sexes, despite every 
visible mark of deformity of their outward appcarauce. In fine 
she had not at alj t!he prido common to the princess in gencrah Sho 
was always in the habit of uinlergoing voluntarily the hardest labor 
of dressing the food of hundred sort« daily for such a numbgr 
of people, as can consume them wiiihoubthe least waste. Her kind 
attention was dot confined to man only, but the poultry and even 
the trees and plants shared her bounty, (c.i.) sho used to see them 

personally tevery ’da}.* Sho used likewise to visit personally the

*sures, which are ephinieral and titular. Bach a benevolent as 
wclk as beneficent behaviour drew from all maternal respect for 
her. She was never found to idle away a second’s ti me in use* 
less chit chat, recreations and frivolities of ^ society. Bhc had * 
spent her leisure in controversial talks of vaaitnis kinds W'ith her 
husband on polities and the duty of the hijigs and potentates to- 
wards their subjects. In fact, she was a great hcl{Ao ber earthly lq;c^ 
She had delivered a daflghter in duo thiib. After Uto celebration 
of all the necessary rites and ceremonies, agreeably to the custom, 
then prevalent tliero,athe feajah gave her the naine of Bimala* 
froui her unspotted btjauty. She began to grow daily in an un- 
common ratio. Her growth may Justly be compared with the billows 
of the seas, as the one swells furiouslj^ with the rising of the wind 
and storm in a slight degree, so was ttio growth of the? other be-

came obviously perceptible wkh tlie incroa«ie of daj^ When the 
girl reached her fifth year, licr inoihcr*to iuiplani^in her the princi- 
ple of modesty and to create the true spirit of i»rayerlul habit 
entrusted an worthy^ pr<»fessor for her secular and spiritual train- 
ing. A revolution broke out by ibis time from all quarters. The 
Kajali’s own viceroys and deput4e.s, wore influenced from an imj)ros- 
sion of his weak |)osition to*hyad the revolution, the llames of which 
at once brokc-out from every side of his d<miiiiions.

It is the allotted portion of man iu general to enjoy and suffer 
altcmately the happiness of the hey-day of prosperity and the 
misery of sense paralysing adversity. Without the troubles at- 
tending the adversity, vrho could have felt himself happv, by 
relishing the cup of prosperity 7 As a boat is to man in fime of 
> crossing a river, so is courage in times of peril to get rid of its 
threatened consequences, so Tvhatever comes out of his ever merci- 
ful hand, is all for our good, though we are incapable of apprcciat- 
.ing its intrinsic 'ralue. To confirm the wise admonition of the 
llani I shall cite an example from one of*the illustrious poets of 
England. It runs tlius. 

** Eespecting man whatever wrorg we call. 

May, must be right qs relative to all.” 

A man of a dastardly spirit only betrays want of courage in 
times of peril, whilst the man of sense by the dint of pcrscvcrcnce 
and not by -the satanic, but ^atan paralysing intrigue get the better 
of all the drawbacks of life, howsoever appalling may tlicy appear 
iu first sight. The timid pooi)1o and they only get disconcerted in 
times of danger. But on the other hand, the heroes or persons 
of truly noble blood, take that as a point of glory and boldly faoe the 
danger. Thojaekelsor tlic cunning foxes run with fear into the 
deep retreat of the wild jungle on hearing the tremendous roarings 
of the elephants, but the lions rather' come out their socladed 
retreat to engage themselves in war with delight. The Bani 
further observed, that kings and rulers are ever held in con- 
ittujpi here on earth and ai'O regarded as sinful beings hereafter 
should they discover a disposition to avoid war through fear of 
life, or bo runuagates for personal safety. If the heroes boldly con- 
front the field and bo vanquished, m^n there Utc command the 
respect of all ^on earth and wil^ have their scats ,in the world to 
come, with those, wlio are honored imd respected as virtnons. There- 
fore O mobt veiierable and excellent sovereign I l)on’t shun the 
war for the dear-bought safely of life. All these counsels of en- 
couragement stii^pd up the dormant spirit of the B^jah at once 
who being thus emboldened began to make<|»reparationfr^r war; By 
royal order, the arsenals and the yrnx implements ^.^£0 made olnea 
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aod sharpened and the fort was filled up \(itli armies of all classcs{r.i.) 
infantry, horse, ortillei^ and others, besides, it was stored up with 
amonitions and beasts of burden, suc^ as elephants, horses and 
‘mules, with war chariots, carriages and carts^nd all other neessaries 
on t^'e occasion. Rajah Romonimobun to show his wisdom on all 
occasions, according to the requirements of the time and Hie peculiar 
aspect of circumstances and the nature of events pnulently put 
the chosen band of his soldiers, in defence ^f the fort before lie 
marched into the expedition.

I have lost my tmsband indeed, but I have not 
lost my sous, 1 have hiindredilf and hundreds of children alive as 
yct.f None of them arc of a mixed blood, but all are equally bold 
in th& field, wise and deliberate in council, fcrtill in forming pro^ 
jects to thwart the views of tlfe opponents and capable of conduct- 
ing plots, that’^may elude the grasp of detection by the foes. Ah ! 
Is it at all probable, that 1 being the mother of a number of 
heroes would fall into the hands of the implacable enemies ? 
Could my sous suffer themselves to be always in circumstances 

a model character, lie mi^bt be compamd with Numa Pompilius and other

^ othei means as well toashow our affection, obedience, constancy and 
faithfulness. It rather subjects woman to the crime of suicide. 
There are hundred o'thor ways whorohy one can show in the clearest 
light her really unaffected affection and constancy to her husband 
and discharge her 4.nty as a truly faithful and loving wife. The 
discharge of her tender duty without any sKpw of affectedness is a 
suffieent proof of her fidelity. To act according to the dictates of 
conscience and religious doctrine is iinyicstionably far more com- 
manding, than to sacrifice oncers life ruthlessly and blindly. All 
such lectures in argumentntiva way prevailed upon the queen to 
alter her self-satisfying platr. After the funeral ceremony of the 
Kajah being jover, a piece of niarble stone was raised on the vciy 
spot, where Ili^ majesty fell, with the ins^cription of victory. After 
her rotiirn to the palace, she Qntrustdd the prime minister with the 
whole weight of the Government. Though the whole burden of 
the reins of Government thus fell into the hands of the minister, 
the queen dowager was not entirely isolated ffom its concerns and 
cares.

A woman of such remarkable fidelity anef strictly mo- 
nogumistic principle can by ^o means condcsccfid to give her hand 
to another, although POrasufj; sanctions the custom of remarriage 
and one of Iho master-poets of Euglatid echoes the same opinion 
and says thus as follows. , 

“ Better to wed, than to burn.” • 

Tlie power to retain the Tinmaculatif purity of concUict in a state 
of widowhood, though that siTlijccls •tho^soxcR to the tornieuts 
of continual passion, is irideed preferable to tlie liappinoss of 

just in the same way, as iHtiy worship tbeir god ami godcsses. They ucrer 
lake their meals before their husbands and gladly lake the iT^lics of their 
husbands, as a moidc of revo.rcuce for Ihcm.

Love with obligation makes a hona-jide stranger our own, but 
malice and antipathy and a disposition 'ro injure render our brothers 
and sisters worse than strangers in io-io. Even the birds and the 
beasts become familiar to man through the paramount force of love 
and affliction. The Rajah treated the elephant with paternal care 
and the animal in rcittrn sJtowcHl filial respect and veneration. 
The elephant ^ras so fond of’his mastei's company that he followed 
him like shadow. When tins elcpdant grew in age, he used to 
stand punctually in front of the bath-room of his gracious master 
holding his throne embroidered with jewels and pearls, upon his 
long projecting trunk. After the fall of the' Rajah in the battle, 
the elephant bad run with the swiftness of motion, that rhaterises 
the fawns and the d^er kinds, when persued by .the fowlers and 
huntsmen in general* The driver exerted his utmost to stop him, 
but with no success whatever, he at once had run pell-mell into the 
thick jungle. On'Kis way, he sa^v Bijaya Chandra behind a tree.

■to enjoy the pleasure of such an uncommon wonder. At a time, 
When the prime minister was hearing the lArayers of the subjects 
and the queen was listening all from behind <the screen, the faithful . 
elephant haring to the surprise of all arrived there and placed ^ 
Bijaya Chandra on tie throne, ( who being a ^ght object in the 
right place looked as beautiful as the full moon in the cloudless- 
eammer sky ) went away directly to the state stable to mingle with 
all oilier elephants thei^. Those who were then present in 
court were as much struck with this sight ns aipiatic animals sud- 
denly start up by the raffling noise and movements of the water.

The 
menials began to pour forth water on his head and eyes. The state 
physicians applied healing balm for l^ic instantaneous igevivaP of his 
senses with the greatest deligence ancUcarc. Throng^ the sovereign 
virtue of the efficacious remedy Bijay% without delay recovered his 
sense. Questions being put to after the revivhl of his sense a 
little, as to who, how and why has he been thus made the sport of 
fortune or fate ? Bijhya having related all the incidents of the cir- 
cumstances that had brought him there burst out int</ tears for his 
brother Basan&jCoomar from whom he was separated a little b^ 
fore he was carried there by the elephant. Bijaya was then almost 
in a state of madness by reason of his having been given up to 
sensp paralysing grief, besides*was so weak, tUht^the labor of the 
movement of a single pace occasioned Bwoon„ Consequently be 
jras unable to undergo th(^labor«to enquire himself after his dear 
brother.

But to know, what the matter really is, she sent am- 
bassadors all over the empire to look after her son-in-law. But 
' to no effect. Bo^ it was at last agreed upon by the general con- 
sent of all to spread Ct rumour for the information of the public, 
that Bimala and Suknmari are to be married again.

ICy husband is present, just see there, lyit wilhoat kno-wing any- 
thing as to the arrival of your husband I an; , exceedingly aggriev- 
ed, Sakmnari said, he is also come. Both then began to beholcf 
their respective lords from a far off. It \ra 8 previously arranged 
08 to the mode to ho adopted for the purpostf of receiving those * 
Biyahs, who were invited on the occasion, ^ well as of giving

them farewell in a manner, that may refleet credit both on the in- 
vitors and the invited, when they would depart after the coreufoiiy* 
is over. Bimala and Suknmari having enclosed in h long letter 
all the incidents of the lives»of their husbands tfnd the particulars 
of the life of Bajah Jby Sen up to tliai date delivered it in the 
hand of a female punka-puller with order to •hand it over to the 
prime-minister with request to road it in the presence of those in 
the court. No sooner was it delivered, than tlic minister rqpd it 
aloud, and said this also.. You are all in a manner liocomo nn- 
eonseious under the drowsy igfluence of sleep. A short while 
more you are roqnestcd to listen with undi'^ided attention, as very 
little of the letter is left unfinished and I shall soon end it.

The two brothers 
having comforted their poi'cnt had gone with the \ encrable Moni 
to kneel down before Bajali Annndomoy to pay him dne homage. 
They together with their rtspeetiue consorts came to the Zenna- 
nah of Bajah Boftimiimohan. Hete unexpectedly those two ladies 
named Bimala and Sukaman having seen thoir fathor-m-law and 
and mothci-m-law, began to shed tears of jo, . Thus they happily 
passed the Jay daring tlie intervalB of their mntnal talks, as to 
the names of their respoctivo countries and the family they des- 
cended from and several other subjects of kindred natnre, 13ie 
resurrection of long buried tlionghts of sorrows of by gone times, 
began to dash like Inllows td tear tke bosom of Bimala and Sokn- 
mari when they saw tiieir husbands in the night. Bat both of 
thorn having oonfessod their past fully and having entreated in a 
very exceedingly obliging tono to be forgiven, were able to recon- 
cile their wiv^s. The Beverend JSaradwaj and Bajah Annndomoy 
after a rest for a few days at Bejoypore took their fare welL 
Bijaya and* Ba8%nta being cnrioasly eager to seev after a long* 
tedipas time Santha, their pet and old nivse proceeded to Joypnr 
with their wives. On the other hand Saotha the mother like 
nurse was as mVudi delighted at the ha^y, intfiligence o^he re- 
turn of those two princes, as thepoor, htunbleadfi the*destitato 
beggars in expectation of a sore gain of heaps of goldf or like the 
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blind man at tlio rowrery of bis long-lost sight. At that time, 
she raaeked the maximum age of life, and was worn out and 
pulled down more with cares and diteases of Tarious kinds, than 
with ago, had scarcely strength enough ta more some paces only, 
without the helping rod of the age, but the sanguine hope *of 
seeing her fostered children, who were long before believed to have* 
been consigned to thb grave, gave* a strength, which* jonthdiood 
itself, in defianco of its energy andwigour,^6an successfully com- 
pete with. Both the husbands and the wives having alighted 
from their chariots Ijpwed down before her, with every markof 
motherlike respect and then wont to the Zennanah lo do homage 
to their step-moUior, who*poared forth upoiif them every-blessing 
and after making her daughtenr-in-law sit close by her, began to 
ask, how the connections are mitdo’and ofiier circumstances aper- 
taining to it, in all their bearings. •The two brothers stopped 
for a while at Jaypore and then proceeded up to their fajLhers-in- 
law. After the death of llajah* Jay Sen, they' included the 
kingdoips of their faihers-inrlaw, which came to * them by right 
of inheritance with their paternal empird. After a glorious reign 
of some years, when the effects of curse ceased to operate their 
pernicious infiuence upon them, they happily launched into the 
world to come, or the region of eternal bliss. Herb the venerable 
Saradwaj Mum having thus fluished the story, proclaimed thus. 

My dear children ’ Yon must have heard it from the religionists, 
that in consequence of curse even the divinities* suffer a groat deal. 
So if a member of the nf-raf class bcin^ offended pronounoes

A TALE. 

. *'•’* 

On tho east of India lay the extensive kingdom 
of Magadha. In it lived a very wealthy man, name^ 
Day&sindhu, a spicfe merchant. * In consideration of 
liis immense wealth,, ho also went hy tho name of 
Dhanapati, or the* losd of* wealth. Ho had a wife 
divinely beautiful and orOvfned with every virtue. 
Her name was T&r^vatl. The merchant and his 
consort pined for want of a son, for which* they un- 
ceasingly prayed to God in heaviness of heart, and 
celebrated many religious ccrembnies.' Of a night, 
as Tdr&vati lay alone on a fresh bed, after having, 
daring the day, observed the Astmil Vrata* and wor- 
shipped Gh%ndik^, she .dreamt that a surpassingly 
beautiful girl of eight) Recked from head to foot, and 
wearing a piece of red silk cloth, sat on T^&yati*s bed, 
and with a smiling countenance and*in. mellow tones, 
addressed the sleeping fair one .tbps, '*T&r&vat£l 
thou, art a virtuous .lady*. 1 am well pleased with 
thy devotions. Listen to me I Go to the cufvattha 
tree, which .stands on th*e cast of the village. On 
the north-egatem side of it, under abput two yards 
of ground, thou wilt find a pot made of eight

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metals, and an imago of the Lion-riding goddess.* 
Before the day 'breaks, go to the place, with thy 
husband, and unearthing the pot and the image, 
take them out. Then raising a large temple on the site, 
establish the image in it, and worship it with all tlic 
sanctimonions rite;: By this means, thou wilt soon 
be blest with a son, bearing all the marks of future 
greatness, as well as with a daughter, graced with every 
virtue.” Filled with delight at this dream, as T4rd- 
vati stretched but her arms to hug in the damsel to 
her bosom, she smiled and ’'was no more. T4r4- 
vatf awoke. Sho looked around, but saw nothing. 
She ^as then lost in thought, when lo ! a divine voice 
said, T4i^vatl ! tarry iio more. Up and go to the 
place with thy husband. At break of day, it will be 
filled with people.” iBEoaring this extra-mundane sound, 
sho hied to the couch of her lord, and seeing him asleep, 
thought, that to awaken him was wrong ; but then the 
divine behest must be obeyed. She decided for tho 
latter. Thinking this, as sho laid het hand upon 
tho feet of Day&sindhu, ho awoke, and rising up, 
said to his wife, “My love, is it morning 1” T4r4yatl 
said, “ Light of ray eye, it is hardly day — it is near 
day-break. Love, I 'have dreamt a wonderful dream 
to-night, and heard a divine voice, which I have 
hastened here to toll yoh.” Day^sindhu became 
curious. 'T4r4vati related all. Having beard it, her 
husband said, “ My love, you are perfection itself;

sure!” Then Day&sindhu aud his ^ife, accompanied 
with their servants, went to the (fg vattha tree. Thu 
merchant'prince sang a hymn in prAisc of Mah&m6.yX 
and directed his men to dig the ground for about two 
yards. They fell to digging place, until they 
came to the pot composed of eight metals. Bhanaputi 
took it up reverentially with his own hands, and gnvc 
it to ,his partner. T&r&vati placed it on hdt head, and 
stood there. Then 'Dhanapati took up the image 
of the Lion- riding goddess. T&rdvati the 

pot before the goddess and bowed down to the deity, 
with her husband. They then wdiit back to their house, 
to bring the necessary things; for worship. ‘ It waxed 
late, and folks began to gather round the ^lace where 
the goddess was found, and there was noise and bustle. 
The merchant pitched a camp on a cleaned spot and 
established the imago in it. The people of. the village 
and the friends and acquaintances of Dhanapati ox* 
tolled him aod bestirred themselves to bring the priest 
and to procure the necessary things, such as flowers. 
In .time the people came with the family priest and 
ojjher Brahmins versed in the Yedas, as well os with 
the necessary articles.* Thb merchant welcomed the 
Brahmins and spread cushions for them. They sat 
down and applauded aud blessed liim. Dhanapati 
in aH humility paid his reverence to the,Brakmins and 
said, ** Sires, favor me with worshipping the goddess, * 
in duo form.” ‘^Very well, sir,” returned they, 
and setk abput* the business.

After haying discharged every duly, Dhanapati re- 
turned to his palace with his wife. Afterwards, 
he erectedT an alabaster temple for the goddess, 
with a threatre hnd a garden and tank adjoining, 
the last being furnished *with' four sets of stairs. 
The place gradually became a place of trade, and 
people flocked there,'' to pray the image, for having 
their desires. The place thus obtained the name of 
Chandital&. “ 

After some time, through the blessings of ^ 
Chandikd, T&r&vati was with child. When it 
was full ten months, T&rdvati fell in throes and 
gave birth to a son and a daughter bearing all the 
auspicious marks. Dhdhapati flow considered himself 
the happiest of men and distributed money and alms 
to Brahmins and the poor. When the time for Aftna- 
prdaamf came,' he celebrated the ceremony and named 
the twins, Srimanta” and’ Eetakl, the former for the 
rn tiiftj the Jatter for the female child. In time, Sri- 
manta shone out like the i^ummer sun in his meridian

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glory, and the ^danghter beamed like the autumnal 
moon. And this made the hearts of their parents 
glad. In a short time the boy and the girl became 
proficient in many sciences and arts. Hearing *tho 
praises of Srimanta and Ketaki, match-makers* froin 
various countries began to flock ^^to jidagadha. Dhaha- 
pati married with great pomp and splendour his son 
to the daughter of Yadra Sen* Raja of R^aagar, 
and his daughter, *to R&mn4th, Son of Sankara Butt of 
R&jnagar. The marriage of Ketaki*was celebrated the 
day following thdt of the marriage of Srimanta. Dhana- 
pati kept his son-in-law kt'his own residence. When 
Srimanta and Rdmndth can^e of age, he initiated 
them into the mysteries of his profession, and said, 
“ I will reward each ,of you. according to his deserts, 
in his line.” Encouraged by their •governor, both 
the young men shone in business, and riches be- 
gan to pour info the treasury. Gratified with their 
success, l)hanapati gave each of them a precious 
diamond ring. The, young people were delighted, 
and addressed themselves to their duties with increas- 
C|d vigour. 

Of a certain night in summer^ Srimanta woke 
during the small hours and said to Rdmndth, ** Ho 
Rdm I I am very nfuch oppressed with heat. Let us 
walk out into the garden and refresh ourselves with 
the cool breeze blowing over the tank.” . They there- 
upon came to the place, and began to eye the beauty 
of the garden. The moon was beaming mild ;

When the holy men had disappeared, the 
mind of Srimanta became hi^^ agitated. He said 
to his companion, ** My friend, bear tidings of xny 
leaving my home, for a distant country, to my .d^ar 
parents. Farewell I” “ It is ifot proper for you to go 
to a distant land alone, leaving mep behind,” replied 
his companion. l*shall be able to help you in timo 
of trouble, if I be by you!

Still, 1 beseech you 
with clasped hands, not to go to the Sandal wood, by 
any means. Shoi4d you go there, slighting my 
'ing, you will most prQbably lose your lives.” ** Never 
fear, Mehd,** said, jtirimanta, “pn^, show us the 
right way and tell us how to cross the river and 
<^n^e to the wood.” The swain said, Excuse 
me, but 1- look upon you as doomed. If you must 
go to that &tsd place, that’s the .way. After passing 
the forest in front, you will comefupon a mountain, 
ascending which, ^ou will see the Sandal wood, on 
the other side of the river.

You needn’t apprehend any danger from mo.” lie 
then alighted at a golden palace, ^and entered in with 
his companions. The very touch pf the ground lilted 
Srimanta with delight ; ho tkpught that, perhaps, It 
was heaven itself ; where else could such buildings 
be found ? Then the blazing .pefsonago brought the 
three before the Gandarva, Puspa-danta, (flower- 
teeth), who was hearing music.* Coming* to him, he 
said, ** My Lord, 1 have brought them from the San- 
dal forest ; and they^iwawt your commands.”

She daily p^Cid her devoti&ns to K&ty&yani in the Yin- 
dya Mountains. Once, as she was going to worship, 
I called her on somh business. She, however. Vent' 
out without obeying me. This put me into a rage 
and I*Baid, ^Ydu have disbeyodmy call. For 4>his 
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offimce, you shall take a human form.’ Then Sukch^ 
burst into tears <in(l said, ‘ Father, it ill beseems a 
parent to punish his^ child more than is adequate. In ' 
virtue of your wprd, I shall have to be born among 
mortals. ]3ut do you /^confer this blessing on me, 
that tlie goddess Kdtydyani may bo always propitious 
to mo.’ When SuKesl\4. thus prayed to me, I said, *Bo 
it so.’ Then wldlo I*sat speechless in grief on account 
of my chikb the ascetic, Qarga, came in. On account 
of my absorption, I did not notice him. At this un- 
conscious slight, the holy, man into a rage, and 
exclaimed, * D I hdrd-hcarted Gandharva, you have 
cursed your unoffending daughter, and puffed up with 
the pVido.of wealth,* lias now slighted me, without 
deigning even to cast a glance at me ! For this reason, 
you shall be struck blind!* At this terrible calamity, 

I rose up, and with fear and trembling threw myself 
down at the feet of the sage. At that time 1 could 
just see his feet. Afterwards losing sight of them, I 
took hold of the sage’s feet and lamented* loud. See- 
ing . that 1 Avas disconsolate, the great man relented, 
lie said, * My word needs must take effect. But to 
console you, I will say this. When the daughter 
whom you have cursed w'ill take her birth ii^ tlie 
nether world, she shall bring forth a son, the touch. of 
whose hand* on your eyes will restore your divine 
sight.* Tjjien in all humility I asked that best of 
• sagos * O merciful sage ! what personage will take his 
birth in the womb of my daughter ; and how shall 
1 come by him ? Tell me this, holjT sage,’ * You 
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will learn every thing,’ replied tlie anchorite ^ if you 
worship the god of gods, Mahideva, for a year, in 
the Kail&sha mountains.’

What great &an will take fiis birth in 
her womb, the touch of whom is to cure my blindness ? 
And how will he, being a human being, come to the 
world of the Gandharvas ? Vouchsafe to tell this to 
thy devotee?* * Lord of the Gandharvas,*. replied the 
worshipper-loving God, •* Liston ! Once before this, in 
order to worship me* dCuvcra brought flowers, gar- 
lands, Sandal-paste, and othej articles ' necessary for 
worship, and went away lo bring a quantity of Ganges 
water. In the meantime Ballika, the son of the Jaksha, 
Isu,* came the^ strolling wi^lh his two wives. See- 
ing the fresh garlands, he took them up, apd hung them 
on his own heck and tho'se of his wives. On coming 
there, Nandikeshwar found that the articled of Kuvera 
had been desecrated ; and enraged at this, said, * Im- 
pious wretche|, as you have despoiled, the articles 
set apaart for worship, so you shall be bom on earth,’ 
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Then Ballika took hold of Nandikcshwara’s feet, and 
wept. NandikesWar said, 'You shall regain your 
native seat at the Gandharva heaven, after two births.’. 
So the cursed souls were reduced to ashes. That 
Jakliya is now, the son of a merchant in Uddi- 
panl, named Chitrasena. His {b^escnt name is 
Priyamvada, and his two wives were bom in tho 
family of another merchant, and have become his 
partners. The >vay in which Preyamvada, taking 
his birth in the* womb of your daughter, will cure 
you of blindness, Nandikeshwar will reveal to you.” 
Therefore, my chiUj throhgii the grace of Nandikesh- 
war, I was kept informed of all that had befallen you. 
Then wheU you wore 6urscd at JJddipani, I gave you 
the supremacy of the Sahdaj forest and all that per- 
tained thereto.’ All the things that you have seen 
there, belong to you. I have brought you here for 
my own sak,e.” 

All the circumstances that Srimanta had heard of 
from the ascetic, pertaining to.tbe Sandal-wood, were 
detailed anew by the king of Gandharvas. Having heard 
all this, SrimantS. began to* hymn his grandfather.

At this, th^ Jakshinf grew mad for joy, 
and seeing two men and a woman said, “ Lord, which 
of the two is my Ballika The Jaksha said, ** This is 
your Ballika. He has received a human shape, and , 
is called ' Srimanta. The other -young man is 
Srimanta’s brother-in-law. The lady you see is the 
youQger wife of your son. The elder is at her house.” 
When the Jaksha had given this information, they all 
three paid their reverence at the feet of the lady. She 
took Srimanta in her lap, kissed, hinf and asked, “ 0 
son, how do you fare in your human form f ’* Srimanta 
related every thing in detail.

Now I give it to you as a tbken of affection.** Hearing 
tbjs strange adventure of the ring, .Srimanta was 
pfoud'in possessing it ;* and* said to his mother, with 
clasped hands, ‘Mother, 1 have a wish. If you per- 
mit)"!! will di^lose it to yoh.*’ “ A son,** replied the 
mother, ** can demand anything of his* mother. If

ProiiL this fear, 1 do not ven- 
ture to go to the king, wlio is^advised by so wicked, a 
minister.” Heading the speech of Dhanapati, the 
royal envoy said with clasped hands, ** Sir, whatever 
you have said is true. Hi^ Majesty iifiprisoaed your 
son by the advice of the ‘minister. For this he 
suffered great .troubles; and prayed to ^e gods for 
deliverance. At last, a divine voice said, * All this 
has befallen t|^ee for having imprisoned the innocent 
sou of S&dhu.

bably at hand. The minister has been put in chains 
* for life.’ Agreeing to this. His* Majesty has sent qie 
to you, gentle Sir. May it please you to go to the 
palace with your, son, and thus save Ihe empire. Ton 
may destroy the kingdom if you dike, because your 
son, Siimanta, is no common man. He is a very god ; 
he is ranging the earth in a human form.*’ When the 
courtier had ended, Dhanapati said, Do you remain 
here for to-day : 4^o-morrow we shall do what we think 
best.” • , 

Here and there, there were various machines (in- 
struments ?) in which were be9.utiful palaces of gold, 
shining with various* gems; The king was unable to 
asceHain them fally,-^he Only understood that some 
rooms were made of lead and stone ; some were 
made of white, red or blue marble. At intervals 
were crystal pillars. The gates, doori^, &o., were 
made of iyory, silver or gold. The windows were 
decked with gems, and studded with pearls, corals, 
diamonds, rubies, mopn-stones and sapphires. There 
were nine doors. Within the halhsat *on a sapphire

At times, the monkeys with their 
black faces made wirious gesticulations, and showing 
their teeth in a laugh, fell down on the ground, and 
displayed many ludicrous expressions. Who could re- 
strain his laughter at sight of this ? Such a sight 
would dispel even deep grief.. In .another room, 
the air was dark with clouds, and it rumbled loud 
and deep ; now and then the lightning flashed, and 
the thunder roared. Now, it seemed as if it were

More specially, as we 
have to ask the opinion of my father, the Gandharva 
king, and* must act accordingly.’* , PleasQd at this 
advice, the merch|nt communicated it to his son, 
who said, “ Then let His Majesty pass this night 
here! I shfvll request.the GandharFa king to come 
over, and let nfe have his advice. We shall go to- 
gether to the royal palace to-morrow morning.” Agree- 
ing to this, Dhanapati ^came to the king, and said, 
” Sire, 1 have no power to disobey the commands of 
Tour Majesty ; but qiay it please Your Majesty to 
comply witli my request. I * request you to pass 
the night here.* I besfeech* you to do this,” The 
king consented for his own interest. Srimanta went 
to T&r4vatf and said, ” Mother, to-day, your father, the 
Gandharva king, will come here.

Now I await your decision.” ** Child,” asked the king 
of Gandharvas,* ” where is your mother ? i will first 
see her, and then express my views.” 

Then as tlvc King of Gandharvas was approaching 
TS,rfivati with Srimanta, sheiwas suddenly ^ruefi with 
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briglitness as of the sun, and thought, “ What’s this ? 
The sun never shines so in* a room ; more espe- 
cially, as it is night.” Beading *tl)e thought of Tdj&- 
vati, the King of Gandharvas said, ** My darling *1 
I am your, father, the King of Gandharvas. 1 have 
come to see you.” And the lad^, with tearful eyes, 
fell at the feet of her father, who took hold of 
her hands, raised her up, and wiped her face with 1^ 
sheet. Srimanta led the king to a gemmed throne. 
Tdrdvati stood at^the, feet, of the Prince, and began 
to cast liquid glances on her father’s, face, and on 
the ground alternately. The royal Gandharva moisten- 
ed his daughter with blissful tears.

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Jaksba world? Father! father! how do I wish to 
see them 1 ” “ Child/’ said the Gandharva, ** it is also 
tl>e wish of your mother that you may soon go hack 
to our house. But my wish is that your Srimanta 
may be monarch of this tcrraqueo,us world, and be 
the crown of kings, with his sons and grandsons 
enlightening the world with his fame and glory, 
ahd ‘ so making it inore glorious . than heaven itself. 
After this, when ‘he will go to the* Gandharva world, I 
will bequeath the empire to himo and go to ' the 
Himalaya to meditate on the God of gods. Therefore, 
my dear, do you enjoy earthly comforts for a length 
of time.” After thus consoling Tdrdvati, he gave his 
advice as regards the marriage of Srimanta with the 
king’s daughter, ^and departed. 

The next day Dhanapati came to the king of 
Magadha, and said, agreeably to thp instructions of 
the Gandhatva Prince, “ Your Majesty, I have no 
objection to the match. But* I am h merchant ; Your 
Majesty is a Kshetriya. If ydu give your Eshetriya 
daughter to the spn of a nferchant, the other princes 
may prove hostile to you, and'bring disgrace upon your 
hitherto unblemished line.

not fear on that score. Bless my Srimanta. Ae 
alone will do everything.** ‘thereupon the Idng went* 
to bis house. Oif reaching home, he sent invitation 
letters to the kings of Anga, Badga, Kalinga, Tai- 
langa, Sauifishtra, Dr&vira, Magadha; Andra, K&s<, 
K&nohi and Abantf. * , * 

D^ijoy Singha, king of Andra, got wroth in receiv- 
ing the letter, add said ^;o his counsellors, ** Ho ! 
Sirs ! what do you thinlc is here ? The prince of 
Magadha is going to give his daughter in mamago 
to the son of a merchant. .Whht do you * advise ? '* 
Then the counsellors said, with clasped hhnds, ** Sire, 
Tour Majesty is a king. You can do 'anything you 
like. It would be better on the part of Your Majesty 
to consult other polices as to the propriety of going 
there or not” “ should expel the king of Ma- 
gadha,’* said the priuQe, ** and taking his daughter 
by force, bestow her on a ^shetriya ; else the Elshet- 
riyas will come to dis^ace by this ^sfulliance. Do 
you therefore make known my mind .to all the other 
piniypji, that they may at once pome with their armies.” 
Agreeably to this injufletion, the minister wrote to 
the princes. They soon came with their forces, and 
meeting with Duijoy Singha, marched .to Magadha. 
Having encamped there, they sent an ambassador* to 
the king of Magadha. The messenger came to the 
prince ^.nd said, • ** May it please Your Majesty ! 
Dttijoy Singha has come hbre with the princes of 
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various couulries. < If Your Majesty wishes to save 
your country, you should pay tribute to Duqoy * 
Sifigha, and give him your daughter ; else the fight 
would take place to-morrow, early in the morning.” 
Tiro king of Magadha was frightened, and calling in 
Srimanta, acquainted him with the message. Srimanta 
said jio the messenger, “ Tell your king to prepare for 
battle to-morrow, oaily in the morning.” Having 
done this, he wont to his own house, and remembered 
the servants of the Gandharva immediately

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there is no hope.” Choit Sing said, ” Whoever 
touches my father is involved in his fate t How 
then can we bring him here ?” * Saying this, he fell 
down at the feet of Srimanta, and began to cry. Sci- 
manta v^s naturally kind-hearteef ; he was touched 
with the grief of Cheit Sing, an^ said, ** Do you stay 
a little. Your father will be here presently.” Then 
Srimanta called •the servants pf the Gi^ndharva, dud 
said, ”Do you bring Duijoy Singhifthrougli the air, 
and place him* at, the^ feet of His Majesty of 
Magadha.” They brought^Duijpy Singha in a short 
time, and placed him at the feet of the king of 
Magadha. The kings werc^ awe-struck with the 
sight of this, and fdll to praying. Srinmnta told tliem 
to be of good cheer, dhd daid,” ** Tojir Majesty, this 
person is called Durjoy Singlia. It is ho who was tho 
head of all these princes. He is very proud. If he 
has offended you through error, pray forgive him. If 
you peripit, I will,releaso him.” “ The great should 
regard the honor of* honorable men,” answered the 
king. Then at a signal frbn> Srimanta, Duijoy Singha 
was released by the ($andharvas, and he thereupon 
' began to pray. Thpn tl|e king of Magadha embraced 
Duijoy Singj^a, and made him sit by him. ** Princes,” 
said he, ** { have given Iny daughter to*Srimanta, and 
have invested him with tho offices of royalty ; you 
should pdy him tribute ; 1 retire from this gpverp- 
ment.” Hearing this, the kings paid Srimanta tribute. 
The h^vensvi^ow rained blossoms. * Hien, when the 
princes asked farewell .of king Srimanta, he ""gpid, 
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“ You have suffered, no end of troubles at my bands. 
Do you therefore doi^ to come to my house and 
dine.” The princes^oftusentod. The young king then 
took farewell of his royal father-in-law, and went 
to. the inner apartment. The ladles decked out 
Bhubanamohiiif, and performed the siri-dchdra 
ceremony.

They 
fetched a divine car« Haying ascended the wonder- 
ful car, as the astonished princes were extolling 
Srimanta, Durjoy Siqgha thought, “Where else 
shall I get such a good hridegfoom P Thereforo I 
will also give juf daught&r td Srimanta.” He then 
with clasped hands expressed his desire to Sriinanta. 
The latter said, “ Sir, 1 will let yoiuknow my mind 
to-morrow.” * Having beguiled the way by such talk, 
they arrived at Srimanta's house. , , 

The inmates took the bride inlK> the inner apart- 
ment. Bdmnath appointed servants to wait on the 
princes. There were no bounds to the joy of Tdrd- 
vati. Nalini andr Promodd* ma^e merry with ' 
piincess. The princes dined. They admired the 
wealth of Svimanta, and 'extolled hii^ * mi ghty 
magic.’ When it had got late, Srimanta remem- 
bered^ the Gandharva king, and s^id, “ Sir, T wish to 
show the Gandharva court to these assembled pipinces. 
But how can. I* do so without your, permission ?”

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“What’s the wonder?” answered the Gandharva. 
He thereupon, called his servant and said, “ Do you 
bring my theatre and court irgm the Gandharva 
world to the house of Srimanta within three hours, and

invite the«J akhas and Gandharvas. Bring the dancing 
girls of heaven to sing and j^anco. ^ Never dis- 
obey any orders which Srimanta’ may, issue.” Having 
given these directions, the Gandharva went to fiis 
own place. Then the servants brought down the 
Gandharva court. The Jjikhas and Gandharvas came. 
The Kinnaris began to'siug and dance. It is not 
possible for any human pen to describe the beauties 
of the court ; for having hgard of it, Indra hima ft lf 
came and sojourned thera Then when the servants 
informed Srimanta of the cstablidimcnt of tho 
Gandharva court, Srimanta sent a heavenly car to 
Kisaril&l Singha^or his conveyance.

The delight of Dhanapati and his consort on seeing 
their grand-chitdren may well bo conceived. Then 
the annap^'dsana* and other ceremonies were cele- 
brated. The boys grew up like the moon and in- 
creased the happiness of their parents.

One of these is die ruinous roan- 
rion-house of Hillslap, formerly die property of the 
CatnicrossoB, and now of Mr Innes of Stow ; a 
second die tower of Colnirii& an ancient inheritance 
of die Borthwiric family, ui is testified by dieir 
crest, the Goat’s Head, wfaidi exists on the ruin ; a 
third, die house of Langshaw, also rutneus, but near 
wliich die proprietor, Mr Bi^e of Jerviswood and 
Mellerstain, l^ps built a small riiooting box. 

All tiieae ruins, so strangely huddled together in 
a very soiitaiy spot, have reoollecdons and traditionH 
of their own, but none of them boat*die most dis- 
tant rcmnU>lanc9 tqthe descripdons in the Romance 
of^ie Monastery ; and as tho author could hardly 
have erred so grossly regarding a spot within :i 
morning’s ride of his own house, the inference is, 
that no resemblance was intended. Hillslap is 
remembered by die humours of the last inhabitants, 
two or t^»ee elderly ladies, cf the doss of Miss 
liaylands, in the Old Manor House, though less 
important by birdi and fortune.

There was no part 
of tho intrigue to which deep intereat was found 
to apply ; and tlie conclusion was brought about, 
not by ioeidentH arising <mt of the, stofy itself, but 
in eonsequenco of public transaction^ witli which 
the narrative haa little coniiei’tion, and whioli the 
reader had little opportunity to become acquitted 
witli. 

'J'his, if not a positive fault, was yet a great 
defect in the B4mianee. It ia^tnie, that not only 
tlie practira of some great authors in this depart- 
ment, but even the general coune of human Itfb 
B-itaelf, may be qqoted in fitvour of this more obvioua, 
and kaa aidficialpzadac^of airanoing aaamtive. 
It is seldom tlmt the same cirele of fenonagea who 
have Burrounded an individual at hit firbt outset in 
life, continue to have an InteMt &i Ida empcer till 
his fiito comes to a crisis.

Many excelleht romanefe have been composed 
in this view of human life, where the hero is con- 
ducted through a variety of detacboji scenes, in 
whieh various agents appear and disappear, without, 
perhaps, liaving any permanent influence on tliu 
, progress of tli^ story. Such is the structure of Gil 
Bias, Roderick Random, and tbe lives and adven- 
tures of many other heroes, who are* described as 
running t{irougfc different stations of life, and 
en&mntering various adventures, which are only 
connected witli each other by having happened to 
be witnosaed by tlie same individual, whose identity 
unites them together, as tlie struig of a n^klaee 
links the beads, which are otherwise detached. 

, But though such an unoonneeted course of ad- 
tentures is what most frequently oeenrs in nature, 
^yet tie provinee of the romanoe writer being artifi- 
cial, tiicre is more required from him than a 
mere compliance with the simplicity of reality, — 
just IIS we demand from tho soientific gardener, 
tiiat he diall arrange, in eurious knots and artifieial 
parteme, the flowera whieh ^ nature boon” diatri- 
butep freely 014 hill and dale.

The TiUaM ^^mcribed in tbe Benedictine’s manu- 
script by we name of Kennaquhair, bean the 
same Celtic termination which occiin in Traquhair, 
Camihair, and other compoonds. The learned 
Chahnen derives this word Qnhairyfrom the winding 
coarse of a stream; a definition which cdincidcs, iis 
a ramarkahle degree, with tlie senientine tarns of 
the river Tweed near the village of which we s^eak.

struggle fur subjngatlon, on that of the Boots a 
4 lesp%t||*and infariated defonee of their lUieniss. 
Tills iiftiSduced on both rides a degree of fm and 
animosity unknown to die earlier period Of tl^ 
history; and as refigiqps seruples^soon gave my to 
nadotiial hatred by a love of plunder, the 

imtrimony (J the Church waa no longer sacred ftom 
lucurrious on cither ride. Still, however, the 
tenants and vassals of the great Abbeys had many 
advantages over those of the lay barons, who were 
bprassed i>y constant military duty, until they be- 
came desperate, and lost all refish for the jchbof 
peace. The vassals Of the church, mi the other 
hand, wore only liable to be called to amis on 
occasions, andsat otllbr dmes wers pas 
mitted in comparative quiet to possess their Aarms 
and feus.’ They ofioourse exhibltod superior skill 
'in every diing that related to the ealdvadon of the 
soil, and were thsrefore both wealthier and better 
informccl^han die msHtary retainers of die msdess 
chiefs ana nobles in their neighbonrhood* 

The residence of these cbnim vassals was ngoaliy 
in a small village or hamlet, where, for the sabs 
of mutual aid and pAitection, some thirty or ftvty 
families dwelt tomtber. This was called the Tbwn, 
and die land belonging to the various faaiBbs by 
whom the Town was inhabited, was oaBsd mq 
Township. They usually pomemed tho land In 
common, though in various proportions, aoeoirdfaig 
to their sov^ grants. The pi^ of the Townridp 
properly azal'ie, and hnt as sorii oontinualty uadinr , 
tho plough, was calledT in-fdd. Here the use cl 
quandties of manure aun^ied in some degrso the 
exhaustioD ofriie sril, ana diefeuanndsed teknhie 
oats W bear,* usually sowed on sltanmls xldgOi^ 
on which tho labour of iho whrie oommuifity wis 
bestowed without disdnotion, tbe produos Mii% 
divided after harvest ag ro s abl y to uteirmsposClve 
interests.

There remained the piotuiago of extensive mooni, 
where the vall^ oftm afBirded good^gmas, and 
upon which the whole cattle belonging to the com- 
munity M indiscriminately durine the anminer, 
under the ol^tfge of the Town-horC who regularly 
drove them out to pasture in the moriiing, and 
broui^t them back at night, without which precav- 
tion they would have h&n a speedy-prw to some 
of the SnatdiBRi in the neighbourhood, ^ese are 
things to malm modem agnculturisti hold up their 
Iianoa and stare ; but the same mode of cultiva- 
tion is not yet entirely in desuetude in some distant 
uarto of Nortli Britain, and may be widtepsed in* 
hill force nx^ expreise in the Zefland Amhipclago. 

^0 liabitatioiis of the ehureh-feuars' wem not 
H?sB primitive tlum their dgrienlture. In each 
village or Town were several small &wers, liaving 
battlements projecting over the sidd'-walls, and 
usually an advaoeed angle or two with shot-holes for 
Banking the doorway, which was alwaj's defended 
by a strong door of oak, stndded witli nails, and 
oftem by an exterior grated door of iron. Thefle 
fnihur^peel-houaes were ordinarily iuliabitod by tho 
prinet^ Bniars and tlieir families ; but^ upon tho 
Alarm of approaching dangfjr, the whole inhab^pints 
tliro^gsd nm their own miserable cottages, whidii 
wers situated around, to garrison tlicso points of . 
defence. It was then no easy Wttor for a hostile «{ 
party to penetrate into the village, for. the men 
were habituated to the use of bows and ^re-anns, 
and tho towers being generally so plsced^ that tho 
disoliarge from one eroH»d that of another, It was 
impoHrible to assault any of tliem individually. 

^le interior of tlieso houses was usually suffi- 
ciently wretched, for it would have been folly to 
tiave fttmislied them in a manner which could excite 
the atirioe of flieir lawless neighbouis. Yet tlie 
femilioe themselves exhibited in (heir appeamnee a 
deffroe of comfort, information, and independence*, 
wuieh could hardly have been expected. Their 
in-field supplied (hem with Igeod and Imnie-brewAi 
ate, their nerds and flooka with Beef and mutton, 
(the extiavagauce of kiUing lambs or calves was 
never tfaengfat of.) Each lamUv Idljpd a mart, or 
fiit bulloelt, hi November, which was salted np for 
^Vinter iise^ to wfatoh thegoodwife could, upon great 
oecasloiii^ aM a dish of mgeons or a &t capon, — 
the iU-enmritod garden amndgd " lang-c^,’’— «id 
the river gave mmon to serve as a relish daring 
(hti season of Lent 

Of fuel they had plentyn for tlie bogs afforded 
|rtarf; and the remaiim of (he ablwed woods eon- 
tlnu^ to «give them logs for bomiiig, as* well as 
(imher for the usual dumestfo piffiposea. In addi- 
tion to these oottfertSi the goodim would now 
and then ssUy ferih to the gopenwood, end lasrk 
dsnro a buck i^Bosson with his gun or his eross- 
bdw;andthe AtlierConfemorsmdomrefoaed him 
ejhiolutian for (he trsspBstolf duly invit^ to tske 
hfeviltfve eC^ the smokhig hhunch.

more inexpisUe orimein the eyes of the Abbot end 
Community of Sunt Maiy*s, then the borrowmg 
one of the *^gttde khig*s deerf* and thqr felled 
not to diseomiiBiianoe and punish, by emy mesns 
in their power, effenoee wmeh were sure to lead to 
Bovero retaliation upon the properly of tiie diurdi, 
and wliidi tended to alter the duiaaeter cf (heir 
])eaeoful vasBslage. 

As for the infommtion possessed by those de- 
pendents of (he Abbacies, they mi^t Imve been 
tmly said to be better fed tiiaa taught, even tliougli 
their fere had been worse than it was. Still, how- 
ever, thpy enjoyed opporti&ities of knowledge from 
which others were exduded. The Monks were in 
general well acquainted with tlieir vassals apd 
tenants, and familiar in the families \if the better 
class among tliem, where they were sore to be 
received with the respect due to their twofold cha- 
racter of spiritual uther and secular landlord. 
Thus it often happened, when a boy displayed 
talents and inclination for study, one of the brethrcn, 
with a view to kis being bred to the church, or out 
of goof-nafiire, intirder to pass away his own idle 
time, if he had no better motive, initiated him into 
tlie mysteries of reading and writing, and impart<*d 
to him such oilier knowledge as be himseu pos- 
ROMicd. And the heads of these allied fiimilies, 
having more time for reflection, and more skill, as 
^wcll as stronger motives for improving their small 
rproperticB, bm amongst their uei^bmus the cha- 
raetiur of shrewd, intelligeut men, who daimed 
respect on account of their compiirative wealth, 
even while they vrere despised for a less warlike and 
enterprising turn than the other Borderen. They 
lived as much as they well conld amongst them- 
selves, avoid^gf he company of otliers, and dreading 
nothing more tlion to m involved in the deadly 
feuds and eeasdess contentionaof the secular land- 
holders. • 

Such is a general picture of tiiese communities. 
During tne fatal wars in the comsieifoement of 
Queen Mary’s reign, they had suffored dreadfully 
by the hostile invasions. For the ^glidi, now a 
I'rqteslint people, were so far firom spamg the 
chttreli-land% that they fora}^^ them with onore 
unrelenting severily than even the ijciiemioM of 
the httty. But the peace of 1580 nad^wstared 
some degree of tranquillity to thepp distraetod and 
liarassea regioos, and matters began agam gradu- 
ally to sittie upon tfafi former footau^ ’ Vhe moDfes 
repaired their ravaged shrines — the fenar Sfriii 
roofed his small fortidlice wMeh (he onctof bad.

We have sidd, that most of tiw fenan dvrolt 
ill tlie village belonging to toeir townships. This 
was not, however, uniTenally the ease. A lonely 
tower, to which the reader must now bo introdooed, 
was at least one exeepf^on to the general mle. 

It was of small dimensionst yet larger than tooso 
which occurred in the village, as intimating that, in 
ease of asefult, the proprietor would liavo to rely 
uijon liis own unasusted strength. Two or three 
miserahle hnts, at the foot of the fortalice, held the 
oondamen and tenants of the feuar.e The site was 
a beautiful green knoll, wldeli started np auddenly 
in the very throat of a wild and narrow rien, and 
which, being surroniidcd, except on one udo, by the 
winding of a small stream, affoAed^a position of 
considerablo streiigtli. • * - • * 

But the great security of Glendearg, for so^tiie 
iilaee was called, lay in its secluded, and almost 
hidden sitnation. To reaclt the tower, it was neces- 
BBiy to travel three miles up the glen, crossing alxmt 
twenty times the HtUe strdam, which, winding 
throng tlie narrow vall^, enconntered at ovcii^ 
hundrad yards the oppoeition of a rock or predintoifs 
bank on the one side, whudi altered its oounn, ancf 
caused it to shoot off in an oblique direction to tlio 
otlier. The liiUs which aaoond on each side of 
this glen are veiy steep, and rise boldly over the 
Btrssm, which is thus imprisoned wiuiin their 
bsnien. The sides of tlie glen%i's impmdacablo 
for hone, and ore only to be travsned by means of 
the sheep-paths which lie along |hcir sides. It 
would not be readily supposed tlmt a road soliopc-

pying the otmeave reewwss qf the bettk, gave at 
onee Munty and vuioty to the landsoime. Above

As our Glendearg did not abound in mortal riai- j 
touts, superstition, tliat It might not be abitolntsly 
destitute of mhabftants, bad peopled its rscsesoa I 
with beings belon^ng to another woiid. The I 
sava^ and capriewus Brown Man of to Moors, 
a being which seems to geninne desoendsiitrof to 
northern dwarfs, was supposed to be seen tore

To reBtloBB and indefotigablo mofls-troopen^ in- 
deed, tbeBe joioraflBeB were well known, and Bome-v 
times afforded a retreat. They oftoif rude down 
the glen-^ called at this tovptr — asked and received 
luwpitality — but still with a sort of rcaervo on tlto 
INirt of its more poaceful inhabitanta, who enter- 
tained them as a party of North-AmGrican Indians 
might be reooiv^ by a now European Benler, as 
much out of (mr gs hospitality, wWle tlie upper- 
most wish of tlic laiidlora is the speedy depa^ure 
of tlio savage guests. * ^ 

This had not always been the current of feeling 
in the little vallev and its tower. SiinoS Glondiii- 
auiff, its former inhabitant, boasted his connection 
hy blood to tliat ancient family of Glendoiiwync, 
on the western border. Ho used to narrate, at 
liis firemde, in the autumn evenings, the feats of* 
the nfiShy to which he belonged, one of whom fell 
by the side of the brave Earl of Douglas at Otter- 
bourne. On tliese occasioni Simon usually hpld 
upon his knee an ancient broadsword, whidi had* 
belonged to his ancestors before gny of the fiuuily 
had eonsented to aeoopt a^ef under the poaceful 
dominion of the monks of Saint 4|lao’’s* In mo- 
dem days, Simon might liave lived at ease on his 
own estate, and quiet^ murmured against me fate 
that had doomed him to dwell tliore, aud cut off 
liis acolsB to martial renown. But so many op|]or- 
tunities, nay, so many calls there were for ]ui% 
wlio in those days spoke big, to moke good his 
words by his actions, that Simon Glendinning was 
soon under the necearity of marching with the men 
of the lialideme, as it was culled, of Saint Maiy’s, 
in that disastrous campaign which was concluded 
by the battle of Finkio. , 

The Catholic clergy were deeply indirested in 
tluit national quarrel, the principal object of wliich 
was^ to prevent the union of the infant Queen 
Mary with the son of the heretical ifonxy Vlll. 
The Monks had called out Uieir xassala, undei*an 
experienced leader. Many of thon^ves had taken 
smi^, and matched to me field, under a banner 
ropreaenting a Ibmale, supposed to personify the 
•SoottiBh Church, kneefing in the attitude of prayer, 
wiiliithe legend, S^ntte se oUMicaritJ 

The Soots, however, in all their ijmrs, had more 
OMsion for good' and cautious generals^ fiian ftr 
excitation, ^fethei^piditioal orenthnidastic. Their

I When the doleful new% which spread terror ana 
mourning throng the whide of Sootland, rsaohed 
the Tower of Glendeaig, the widow of Shnon, 
Elspeih Brydone Jiy her family name, waa Mene 
in that desolate habitation, exoeptiag a hind or 
two, alike past martial and agimuttazal labonr, 
and tlie befyleia widows and Ihmlliss of those who 
had fallen with thdr master. The frelhi^ of deso- 
lation was univensl but what availed it t aTbe 
monks, patrons and protectors, were driven 
from their Abb^y by the £n|^ foroes^ who now 
overran the country, and enforced at lout an a^ 
pearance of submiBsion on the part of the inhabi- 
tants. The Fro|Detar, SoDii|BBet, formed a strong 
comp among the mins of the ancient Gastle of 
lioxbnrgh, and compelled the neighbouring coun- 
try to come in, pay tribute, and takg assurance 
from him, os the phrase then went. Indeed, there 
was no power of resistance remainiBg; and the 
few barons, whose high spirit disdainra even the 
appearance of surrender, could only retreat into 
tiic wildest fastuesses of the country, leaving tlieir 
houses and property to the wroth of 4lie English, 
who detach^ pafties every wlicre to^distreas, by 
military wxacCion, thbac whose chiefs liod not made 
thefr submission. The Abbot and his community 
liaviiig retreated beyond the Fortlf, their lan^ 
were severely forayed, as tlieir sentiments were 
held peculiarly inimical to the alliance with Eng- 
kuid. 

, Amongst the troops detadied on tliis service waa 
a« small party, commanded by Stawartli Bolton, a 
eaptain in the English army, and frU of the Mant 
and unpretending gallantry and generomfy whirii 
has so often disting&hed that namm. Bc^tance 
was in vain. Elspeth Br;}'don6, when slie descried 
a dozen of horsemen threading tlirir way up the 
glen, witli a nuin fit their head, whose aeorlet elo^ 
bright armour, and dancing plume, nrodaimed him 
a l^er, saw no hotter proteotipn for herself than 
to issue from tlie iron ^te, covered with a hmg 
mourning veil, and holdingmne of her two sons in 
each haim, to meet the Englishinaa -estate her de- 
serted conditum— ^laoe the little tower at his oom- 
mdnd — and beg m his man^. She stated, in n 
few brief words, her intentioD, and added, " I sub- 
mit, bdbaiiBe 1 have nae means of resistaliee.*^

The good woman hesitated, alarmed at the tone 
in which the confessor took np her information; 
and being moreover of opinion, tliat what so good 
a woman as the Lady of Avene! studied so dovontiy, 
could not bo of a tendency actnally ogil.

It was indeed a gloomy ride. The two ddes of 
the vale were so near, tliat at every double bf ttie 
river the shadowa from tlie western sky M upon, 
aiul totaHy obscured, the eastern bank; me thickets 
(»f copsewood seemed to wave with a portentous 
Mf^itation of boughs and leaves, and the vei;y crags 
and scaurs seemed higher and ^mmer.thw they 
bad appeared to tlie monk wlme he was travel- 
ling in dayliglit, and in company. Father Fhili|) 
was heartily rejoiced, when, enier^g from tlie 
naiTow gleir, lie ^ine^ tlie open vdley of tlic 
Tu-oed, which held on its majestic course from 
current to pool, and from pool strotclied away to 
ether currents, with n dignity peculiar to* itself 
amoD^t the ^ttish rivers ;Vor whatifrer may 
havo he«m /lie drought of the scaSon, the Tweed 
WMialiy fills up the apace between its banks, ^Idom 
leaving ' tliose extensive slieets of ^lingle which 
deform the margins of many of celebrated 
Soiittish streams. 

Tlie monk, iusensible to beauties wliich Uie age 
had not regained as deserving of notice, was never- 
tlieless, like a prudent geueriu, pjoased to find him- 
««d£ o^t of tlie narrow glen in which me enonfy' 
might have stolen upon him unpercoived. lie 
drew UD Jus bridle, reduced hie mule to her natu- 
ral and luxurious %mble,« instead of tlie agisting 
and broken trot at wliich, to liis no small iucou- 
veoienco, she liad hitherto proceeded, and, wiping 
bis brow, gaxed forth at leisure on the broad moon/ 
which, now mingling with the# lights of evening, < 
was rising over, field and forest, village ond forta- 
liee, and, above all, over the stately Atiiiiasteins 
aecii iar and dim amid tho yellow light. 

The worst part of the ma^ifioeiit view, in tlic 
tuoiik's apprehension, waa,^tliat the Moiiasteiy 
stood on tlio opposite side of the river, and that of 
tile numy fine bridges which have ainco been built 
acros.H tluit classical stream^ not one then' existed. 
There was, however, in recompense, a bridge then 
standing which has since disappeared, although its 
ruins may still be traced by the curious. .. 

It was^ of a very peeuvar foym. ' Two strong 
aJjutments were bunt on either side of tlie river, 
at a part where ,the etream was peculiarly con- 
tracted. Upon a rock in the centre^of the ounwut 
was built a seilid piece of masoniy, constructCid like 
the pier of a brid^ and presenting, like a pier, an ' 
angle to tlie< current of tne etream. The maaonnr 
continued aoHd until the pier rose to a level wim 
the two abutments upon either aide^ and from 
tBcnce tho building rose in the fonn of a tower. 
The lower staiy of this trwer consisted only of an 
archway or passage through the buildiog, over 
either edtraneo^ which hung a dxawhrid^ widi 
counterpoises, either of which, tHhen dropped, eon* 
tieoted tlie andiway with the opposite abutment, 

. where the farther end of tke drawbridge rested. 
When botli bjpdges were thua lowered, m passage 
etrer tlie river was oomplete. 

\ . The bridge-keeper, whef ijraa the dmendant of a 
jBsilighboariiig bar«m, resided with his family in the 
^Uaciend and finrd atoriea ril fiia tower, whkli, when 
hdliedrairiMidgei were raiaA lonaad an 
..ipAfisil in inldtfc of fbe rirer. He was entitled

between him and the pamengem. It » needleisi to 
■ay, that the bridjp-mvd had usually the better in 
these questions, ainoe he oonld at pleaaaN detau 
the traveller on. the opposite aide; oP, euffiiriBg 
him to pass half way, ought keep li^ priaonce in 
ilia tower tiU they were a^eed on the rate of pon- 
tage.* 

But it was most frequently with the Monks of 
Saint Maxy’a that the warder had to diqiptehiB 
perquisites. These hriy men insosted for, and at 
length obtained, a right of gntuitoua pasam to 
themselves, greatly to the diaeontent of the hndge- 
keeper. But when they demanded Die same im- 
munity for the iiumcroua Dilgrims who vuited tlie 
shrine, tlie bri^-bei^r Wxed restive, and was 
supported by his lord in his reeistanoe. The con- 
troveiBy grow animated on both sides ; tho Abbot 
menaced excommunication, and the Keeper of the 
bridge, though unable to retaliate in kind, yet 
made each individual monk who liad to cross and 
recrosa the river, endure a sort of purgatory, ere 
he would acconunudate them with a passage. Tliis 
was a great inconvenience, and would. have proved 
a more serious fine, but that the river wss fordable 
fdt man anil hoi*se<n Minavy weather. 

'‘It was a fine moonlight iii^t, as wo havo 
already said, when Father Philip Approached this 
bridge, tho singular oonstruotion of which gives a 
curious idea of tho insecurity of the times. The 
river w'os not in flood, but it was above its ordi- 
.iiary levol-^a Aeary wtUir, as it is called in tliat 
•country, through which the monk Imd no particu- 
lar /nriinatioii to ride, if ho could manage tlie 
matter better. 

** Peter, iiiy good friend/* cried tlie Sacristan, 
raising his voice ; ** my very excellent friend, 
Peter, be so kind as to tower the drawbridge. 
Peter, I saj^drst thou not heart — it is thy gos- 
mp. Father Philip, who calls thee.’* 

Peter heard him perfectly weU, and saw liim 
int 6 the bai{(ain ; but, as Ke had considered the 
Sacristaq as peculiarly Ids enemy in his disputl 
with the convent, be ii'ent quietly to bed, after 
reconnoitring tlie monk tbroiuh his loop-hole, ob- 
serving to ms wife, that *^ridiiig the water in a 
moonl^ht night would do the Sacristan no harm, 
and V<^d teash him tlie value of a brig 4be neist 
time, on whilk a man migiit pan high and ^y, 
winter and summer, flood and ebb.” - 4 ^ 

• After* exliausting his voice ii^ entreaties' and 
threat^ which were equally unattended toby Peter 
of the Hrq;, as he Sras called, Father Pl^p at 
Iclhgth moved down the river to take the ordinary 
ford at the head of tife next stream. Gmsing the 
rustic obstinacy of Peter, he beg^ nevertimsss, 
to persuade himself that the passage of the Iriver 
by the ford was not enlycssfo, but pkmssnt the 
banks anU scattered trees were so beautifidly le- 
fleoted from the boeom of tfa^, dark streasB, the 
whole eool end driioions ptoteie fomiedso pleiiaing 
a contnMt to bb late emriei^ to tito wanm 
rioned by hb vaifi endeayoora to move'the nslent- 
ibis porter of lliS' tnAge^ tins tib lesult wu 
itoWagrBeaUetbaaothsrwbe*,, , . 

at the iqpot edrers he was to enlar fl» there eat a 
faBade nndsrx^laqpLl nt ^ scarthsd; oak-tree, or 

rather tonder ilito eotoriah ef nrii a 
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tmuging ber luuiAii and Mdug earnestly oa the 
curmit of the rivdr. The monk was atniefc with 
aetoniahment to see a fcwisle there at that time of 
iiij^ But he wii^ hi all hoiieat/ 0 rvice,~aud if 
a step farther, 1 put it upon his own oonecaence, 
—a devoted equure of dames. Alter ohewviiig 
the midden for a moment, althoi^ she seemed to 
take no notioe of his presenoo, & was mo^wd by 
her dlptresB, and willing to oifer liis assistance. 

" Damsel,** said he, ** tlm seeroest in no drdinaiy 
distress; peradventure, like myself, tliou liast been 
refused passage at the bridge by tlic churlish 
keeper, and ihy crossing may concern tliec citlier 
for peirformance of a ^>w, or some other weighty 
cliarge.** | 

The maiden uttered some iiiarticiilate sounds, 
looked, at the river, and then in tlie face of tlic 
Sacristan. 1% struck Father l*liUip at that instant,* 
tint a Highland Chief of distinction Jiad been for 
mme timo expected to pay liis vowsnt the shrine 
uf Saint Mary’s; and that possibly this fair maiden 
might be one of his family, travelling alone for 
accompliehnieiit of a vow. civ left behind by some 
accident, to whom, therefore, it wAild but right 
and prudent to use every ciliility in lus ^weg, espb- 
cially as she seemed utiacquainled with tho Lowlaftd 
tongue. Such %X least was the imly motive the 
Sacristan was ever known to assign for his cour- 
tesy ; if there was any other, 1 otice more refer it 
to his ou'n conscience. 

To express himself by signs, the coinnion lan- 
guage of all nations, the cautious Sacristan tirtui* 
pointed to the river, tiien to Itia mule's crugper, 
and then made, as fatefully as he could, a sign 
CO induce the Ikir solitary to mount behind him.

As tho otlicr iicrsniis in the castle, 
to whom such tusks wci'o delegated, r''adily imitated 
too prudential conduct of too mator-domis toero 
was little ontrol used towards Kfdutid Gneme, 
will), of course, leomod no more ttian what a very 
active mind, and a total impatience of absolpto 
idleness, led him to acquit^ upon his ow'n aceoiint, 
and by ^^^t of his own exertions. The latter were 
especially earnest, when the^Ady herself condc- 
^pided' to be Ills tutress, or to examine his

It followed .also from his quality aa llUy’ Lady’s

bwt of their own superior acquirements ; a few 
hoinJ, with toe powerful exertion of a most ener- 
getic) will^ seemed to do for him more than the 
regular instruction qf weeks could accomplish for 
otliers. 

U.iidef these advantages, if, indeed, toey wefb 
to be termed sucli, too waracter of young Roland 
be^^ to dcvclopc itself.

Tlmi V'ls a mode 
of flatU:ry too pleasing to encounter rebuke or 
censure ; and the opportunity which it afforded the 
youth to form, as it were, a party of his own witliin 
tlic limits of the ancient barony cf Aveuel, adde 1 
not a little to the audacity and decisive tone of a 
chttructer, which w'aa by nature bold, inijictuous, 
and incontrollable.

Uc enlarged a gr;od dc al on tlio woH strikeUi, 
which bo assured his lieanir^ coin|>rchciided blow.s 
givffki with the point a.H well as witli tlie edge, and 
more generally, shooting with h&d-gun, dfoss^ow', 
or long-1)ow, tlirusting witli a lance, or doing any 
thint' whatever by which deatli might be occasioned 
to tl^ adversar}'. In the same manner, he proved . 
satisfactorily, that the word sirordtsoniprehendcd all ' 
descriptions, whether back-sword or basket-hilt, 
eut-und-thrust or mpier, falchion, or scimitfir. 

“ But if,” he continued, with still greater aniina- • j 
tion, “ tlu* text includeth in its anatliema tho«e I 
strike with any of those weapons which man Itoth 
devised for the exercise of his ojien hosiiyty, still 
more dotli it d>mprehend such as from their form 
and size are devised ratlicr for the gratification of 
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privy inidicse by treachery, tiiim for the cluHtruction 
of ail cueiiiy pr(*]iared and standing upon his d(^- 
fence. Sucli,** he proceeded, looking ntcmly at tlia 
place where Uic page was seated on a cushion at tlie 
feet of his mistresH, and wearing in his^crimso/i 
belt a gay dagger with a gilded hilt, — ** sucli,inoro 
especially, 1 hold to he tlmae implements of death, 
which, ill our modem and fantastic times, an^wom 
not only by thieves and cut-tliroats, to '«vhom they 
most properly hclonp;, but even by those who attend 
upon wonieii,and wait in the chambers of honourable 
ladies. Yes, my friends, — every species of this

uieiiti^ of deadly wrath, suddov to execute, rand 
diflieiilt to bo parried. £ven tlie comnioii sword* 
aiid*bucklcr brawler despises tlie use of such a 
treacherous and muligiiaiit instrument, which is 
thembre lit to be usccl, not by men or soldiers, but 
by tliosc who, trained under female discipline, be* 
come themselves efteminate liennaphroditcis, having 
female spite and female cowardice added to the 
infirmities and evil passions of tlieir muscultnc 
nature.*’ ' 

The efTc'ct wliidi this oration produced upon tlib 
assembled congregation of Avcnel cannot very easily 
bo described. The ^adphseonicd at once embarmssed

The {ireacher was surprised into a sudden pause, 
while the fiery youdi sliut nci'uss him like a fla^ of 
Ikying, regaling hini as he passed, as if he liad 
WuEed to dart from his eyes die same power of 
and *of consuming. But no sooner had 
he erosik'd the chaptd, and sliut with violence 


behind him the door of the \'aultcd entrance t>y 
which it communicated with the casde, than the 
impropriety of his conduct supplied Warden urith 
one of diose happier subjects fm* eloquence, of which 
he knew how to fake advantage for onsking a suitable 
iin|>rc8sion‘on his bearers.

— Pi;^ could draw down the ijpoi^ing-star from 
Heaven tf/en to the verge of die' pit — Pride and 
iblf-opinion kindled die flaming sword which waves 
us off from Paradise — Pride made Adam mortol, 
and a wca^ wanderer on the face of die earth, 
which he liad‘ else been at this day the immortal 
lord of — Pride brought amongst us sin, and doubles 
every sin it has brought. It is the outpost which 
die cbvil and the flew most stubbornly maintain 
against die assaults of grace ; and until it be sub- 
dued, and its barriers levelled with the very earth, 
diere is more hope of a fool than of the sinner. 
Hend, then, from your bosoms this accursed shoot 
of die fatal appU ; tear it up by die roots, though 
it be twisted with the diords of your life. Profit 
by dip example ^f the miserable sinner that has 
passed from us, and embrace tiic mcan^ of grace 
while it is tolled to-day— ero your conscience is 
seared as ^ith a fire-brand, and yteurears deafened 
like those of the adder, and your heart hardened 
like tb? nothvr mill-stone. Up, tlieu, and be doing 
— ^restjo ami overcome ; resist, and tlie enemy 
hIibU flcM from you — Watch and pray, lest ye full 
into temptation, and lot the stumbling of others bo 
your warning and your example. Above all,Vely 
not on youi'selyes, for sucli self-confidcncc is even 
tlie^wqrst symptom of die dispi;^ler«4tsclf. The 
PhariM^e/perhap^ deemed himsclMiiimble while he 
stooped Sn Ihe Temple, i«nd thanked God that he 
was not other men, and even as die publican. 
But while his kuees touched tiic marble pavement, 
his bead was as high as the topmost pinnacle of the 
Temple. l)o not, therefore, deceive yourselves, 
and offer falm coin, where dieqmrest you can pre- 
sent is but as dross — diink net diat such will pass 
the assay of Omnipotent Wisdom. Yet dirink not 
from the task; because, as is my bounden duty, I do 
nqt disguise from you its d^pulties. Self-searcliing 
can do much — Meditation can do mucli^ Grace 
can do all.” 

And he concluded with a touching and tmimating 
exliortation to his hoaren to ^bek'^vine grace^ 
wliich is perfected jn human wealmess. 

The audience did not Ibten to this addreB8‘'with- 
out being considerably affected ; though il might 
be doubted wliether the ieelingq of triumjpli,exdtod 
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by* the diflinneeful retreat of the favourite pn*^, | 
did not greatly qualify in the jninds of many the I 
exhortations of the preacher to charity and to 4 
liumility. And, in fact, the exprt^on of their | 
countenances much resembled tlie satisfied triumpli- 
unt air of a set of children, who, having just seen a 
companion punished for a fault in wliteli they had no 
Aiare, con their task with double glee, botli becanso 
they themselves arc out of the scrape, and because 
the culprit is in it.

They who, in peaoefnl timei> are most ambitions 
I 3f authority aioong others, shrink from the oompo- 
tition at sueli evenlTfll pmnods, wlicfi ndlher ease 
ibr parade attend the possession of it, and Vfaen It 
gives only a painful prsHnnmenee both In danger 
and in labour, and exposes the iU-foted chieftain to 
Ihe murmurs of his diseontented aaaoeiateih as wril 


I as to the first assault of the eommou enemy. But 
I h| on whom the offioe of the Abbot of Saint 
Aaiy's was now oonfSnTed, had a mind fitted for 
the situation to which he was eafied. Bold and 
enthuaiafic, yet generous and forgiving — wise and 
skilful, ^t aealons and prompt— ho wanted but 
a better cause flian the support of a decaying 
Buperstitloii, toahave raised him to the rank of a 
tvily great man. But as tlie end cn^'iis the work, 
it also forms the rule by which it%u8t bo ulti- 
mately judg^ ; and those who, with sincerity and 
generomty, fight and fidl in an evil cause, posterity 
can only compassionate as vietims of a generous 
but fat^ ^nror. Among^ tlieso, we SluHt sunk 
Ambrosius, the last Abbot of Kennaqiihair, vrlioso 
designs must be condemned, as their biiccchb would 
have riyeted on Scotland tlie cliains of antiquated 
superstition and spiritual tyranny ; but whose 
talents coninuSLded respect, and Irboso viifiuos, oven 
from tlie enemies of hi| faith, extorted cstrHim. 

The bSsring of the new Abbot served of itself 
to dignif;^ a* ceremonial which was deprived of all 
otlier attributes of grandeur. Conscious of the 
peril in which they stood, and recalling, doubtless, 
the better ^pys tliey had seen, there hung over liia 
Ifrcthren an appearance of mingled terror, and 
grief, ana shame, which induced them^to hurry 
over the office in which they wore engaged, us 
something at once degrading and dangerous. 

But not so Father Ambrose; His fcatni'cs, in- 
ddbd, expressed a deep melancholy, as he walked 
up tlie centre aisle, amid the min of things which 
lie considered as holy, buf k?s l)pw Vas unde- 
Jected, and his step fim and sofe^. Ho seemed

As in the devices 6f 
the mngnanitnous llottmii, tlie actors had a 
Bwai^tj^plot for a stage, and a li,awtlioni linsli for a 
grcoii-]n>om and tiring-house ; tlie spectators being 
accommodated witli seats on the artificial bank which 
had Vieetirruiacd around threo-fourtbs of the play- 
» ground, the mniainder being left open for tlio 
ciitranco and exit of the iierfonnoi's. Here sate 
the uncritical audience, the Clinnibcrl|jiin in the 
centre, as the ])ci*soii liigiiest in ofliec, ail alive to 
enjoyment oiiu adniiratiov, and all therefore dead 
to criUcisni. 

Tihi characters which ap)>carcd and disappeared 
liefore the amused and intemsted audience, were 
those which fill the earlier stage in all nations — old 
men, cheated by their wives and daughters, pillnged 
by their sons, and imposed on by tlicir doifbcstics, a 
biiiggadocio captain, a kiiavif>U pai*d()ncr or qutes- 
tionary, a country bumpkin, and a wanton city 
dame. Amid nil these, and more nccepta^d^ tlian 
alnuiKt tlie whole put together, was the alMicenscd 
fool, the Grack>so of tlie Span^ (foama, who, with 
hh cd{iVa8hione4 into tlie resemblance of avnix- 
oomb, and hie bauble, a truncheon terminated by a 
carved figure, wearing a fool's cap in his hand, went, 
^aine, and returned, mingling in evety scene of tlie 
piece, and iiiterr^tinc tlio business, witliont having 
any share himself in 3ie action, and ever and anon 
transferring his gibes from the acteratin the stage 
to tile audience who sate around, prompt to applaud 
the whole.

The hypo- 
crisy. impudence, and profligacy of tliese clerical 
i waiidcrers, ha^ made them the subject of satire 
fn;(in tlie time of CItaucer down to tliat of Hey woiid. 
Tlirip present representative failed not to follow tlift 
same line of humour, oxliibiting pig's bones for 
relics, and boasting the virtues of smuSl tin cnisscs, 
which had boon £aken in tlie holy porringer at 
Loretto, and of eockleslieSls, which had been brought 
from tlie shrinf^I&f Saint James of Compostella, all 
which he disposed of to tlie devout Uitiiolics at 
nearly as high a price as antiquaries are now willing 
to pay for bauble 3 of similar intrinsic value. At 
length the pardoner pulled frem his scrip a small 
phul of clear water, of which ho vaunted the quality

tbfltr nnmbem. Kotwithstanding the diieonifltare 
of CSiarles Edward, the nonjurors of the period 
long oontinned to nuree unlawful ■cl)pidee,tad to 
drink tveasonaUe toasts, until age stole upon them. 
Another g^pmtion arose, who did not shaia the 
aentiinents which they cherished; and at length 
the sparkles of disafTection, which h%d long smoul- 
dered, hut had never been heated enough to burst 
into aotual flame, became entirely extinguished. 
Bnt in prop'^rtion is the political enthuaisem died 
gradually away among men of ordinary tepspera- 
ment, it influenced those of warm imaginations and 
weak understandings, and hence wild mhemiA were 
formed, aa deaperate as they were adventurous. 

Thus a young Seottishman of rank is^id to 
have atoopod ao low as to plot the surprissl of St 
Jamsa’s palahe, and the assasaination of tlie royal 
fimflly. While them Ul-digosted and doaporate con- 
apiraeiea were ag^tatedi among the few Jacobitca 
who atill adhorod with Itaore ohatlnacy to their pur- 
pose, there is no gnestion but that other plots might 
have been hrod^t to an open explosion, had it not 
suited the policy oi^Sir Upbeat ^Walpole, ntlier to- 
provont or disable the conspiratora in dieir prrf^ecta, 
than to promulgate the tale of danger, which might 
thus have ])een believed to be roorp widely diffused 
than was reauy the oaae. ^ 

Tn one instanoo alone thia very prhdontial and 
humane line of condiitet waa departed from, and the 
event aeomed to confirm the policy of the general 
course. Doctor Archibald Cameron, brother ^of the 
edebrated Donald Cameron of Lo'cliiol, attainted, 
for the TchOllion of 1745, was^ound by a party of 
soldiers larking with a oommde in the wilds of Loch 
Katrine, Ifm or six yeoni after tlie battle of Culloden, 
and was there seized. There were circuniBtaiices 
in bis case, so to aa was made knowm to tlie publicic 
whioh attracted much compassion, and gave to'tho 
jttdioial proceedings against him. idb appearance of' 
oold-blooded revenge on the part of government ; 
and the following argument of a zealoua Jacobite ip 
bia liivour, waa received as eonduaive by Dr Jobn- 
Bon, and othJF persona who might pretend to iin-^ 
partiality. Dr Gamdon had never home arms^ 
although engaged in the Rebellion, but mnd hia 
medical akill for the aervioe, indiiTerenUy, of the 
wounded of both par&s. His retnm to totland 
waa fweribed exclnaively to fiunfly affidra. Ilia 
behaviour at the bar was decent Ito, and Ceapeet- 
Hia^wife threw her»lf^ on thzae diflbient 
oneadonit, before George II. and the memberaof hia 
fom^yii waa mddy repulsed from thdr preiisnee,and 
al ^hkeeda it was aaid, in flie same prison wiA 

linrnniffnd, and confined with nttmanty aeMty.

Dr Gametoa waa finally oxaonted^ wifii all to' 
severities of the law of traaaon ; and hk dsatii ra- 
•maina in popnto estimation a dark Uot to

miniateraao pleased, upon rcaaonf of apnhlie nature* 
The nnfortanato Baffererhad notpometoto High-, 
lands solely upon hia private atoia, aa waa to 
general belief ; but it waa not judged prudent Ity 
the English ministry to let it be generally known 
that he came to inquire abont a oonsidermUo sum 
of money which had been remitted from France 
to the friends of tbe exiled fomily. He had also a 
eommiaaion to hold intercourse with the well known 
M'Pherson of,Cluny, chief of the clan Vburich, 
whom the Chevalier had left behind at hia dtpar- 
tnre from Scotland in 1746, and who remained 
during t^ii years of proaeripti'^n and dan^r,dculking 
from place to place in the Highlands, and main- 
taining an unintorrupted correspondence between 
Charles and his friends. Tliat Dr Cameron dionld 
have held a eommiaaion to assist this chief in raking 
together Uie dispersed ombors of disaffection, is in 
itself cufficiently natural, and, considering his poli- 
tical pridoiples, in no respect dishonourable to his 
memory. But neither ought it to be imputed to 
r George 11., that he suffered the laws to be enforeed 
against a person taken in the not of breaking them. 
When Im lost his 'lazardous game. Dr Cameron 
only paid the forfeit which he must liave calculated 
upon. The ministesrs, however, thought it proper 
to loavo Pr Cameron’s new schemes in conoeal- 
ment, lest, by divulging them, they had indicated 
the Q^Hipnel of communication wludi, it is now well 
.known, tliey poiMssod to all the plots of Charles 
But it waa equally ill advised and uu- 
generouB to. sacrifice the character of the king to 
the policy of the administration. Both points mlghA 
have hero gainti by sparing the lifo of Dr Cameron 
after cteiviction, and limiting Ciia punishment to 
pcr|)etual exile. 

TheM rqpcctef and success*' vo Jacobite plots rose 
and burst like bubl^iea on a fountain ; and one of 
them, at least, the Cavalier judged of importonoa 
onough to indqoe him to risk himself within the 
dangerous preemeto of the Briiial^ eapitol. This 
appears from Dr King’s Anecdotes of fate Own 
' TMraes.

eaine.** Dr lOng was in 1750 a keen Jaeebito, as 
may be ialknod from the vlait made by him to the 
Prinoo aa dcr soofa efreomatanoea, and from hia 
beinj om of thatamfortmiate penon*a dioaen oor- 
reapondenla. He, as well as dither men oV aenae 
and obaervation, began to deqpair of making their 
fcntune in the party which they had idioaen. It 
was indeed anfflciently dangerona ; for, daring the* 
short Tiait juat described, one of 1^ King's aonrants* 
remarked the atnuiger'a likeneaa to Prince Charles, 
whom lie recogiiiaed from the common busts. 

The occasion taken for breaking up tlie Stewart 
interlst, Ore shall tell in Dr Kingts own words : — 
When he (Charles Edward) was in Scotland, lie 
had a mistreas wliose name was Walkinsha^ and* 
whose sister was at that time, and is still, house- 
keeper at Leicester House. Some years after he 
, was released from his prisfiii, and conducted out of 
France, ho sent for this girl, who soon acquired^ 
such a dominion over him, that slie was acquainted 
with all his schemes, and trusted witli his ^iiost 
secret correspondence. As soon as this w£ known 
in England, all those persons of distinction who 
were attached to him were greatly alarmed : they 
imagined that tliis wench had^been placed in his 
family by the English roiniatcj^ and, considering 
lier sister’s situation, they seemed to have some 
ground for th41r suspicion; gvherefore, fhey de- 
spatched a gentleman to Paris, wbero the Prineo 
then waai, who had instructions to insist that Mrs 
Walkintbaw diould be removed to/scouvenbfqr a 
certaiq term ; but her gallant absolutely refused to 
(comply with this demand ; and although Mr M*Na;- ' 

* mam, the gentleman who was sent to him, who has 
a fratural eloquence, and an excellent understand- 
ing, nrge^ 4he mast opgeat reasons^and used all 
the arts of penmanioff , to induce him to parf wit^

Fronathia aneedote, the general truth of whicu 
la indi^i&ble, tho principal fault of Charlea Ed- 
ward's temper is sufficiently obvious. It waa a 
high aenso of his own importance, and an obstinate 
adherendo to wliat he had once determined on— 
qnalilpe^ which, if he had aueoeededvin his bold 
attempt, gave the nation little room to hope that 
he would have been found free from tlie love of 
prerogative and desire of Arbitrary power, whidi 
charaeteriaed hia nnliappy grandfather. He gave 
a notable instance bow frr this was the hauling 
feature of his charaeteri when, no rcasonabto 
cause |lii^ can be aasighedphe pbused his own single 
Vill in opposition to the necessities of France, which, 
in order to pnrohaae a peace become nee c aa a ry to i 
the kingdom, wdb reduced to gratifywDHtaSh by I 
prohibiting the residenoe of Charles within any part ! 
of tlie Frencli dominions. It waaoin vain that I 
France endeavoured lessen tlio disgrace of tbio I 
step by making the inrwt flattering offers, in hopes I 
to induee the Frince of himself to anticipate this 
disagreeable alternative, which, if seriously en- j 
'forced, as it was likely to be, lie had no means 
whatever of resisting, by leaving tlie king^pm as of 
hia own free-will. Inspired, however, by £o apirit 
of hereditary (|^tina^, Charles preferred a uaoless 
rftiis^ee to a dignified submission and by a sevies ' 
qf idle bravadoes, Jaid tlie French Court under the 
I noeearity of arre^ng their late ally, and sending 
him to eloae confineinont in the Dastile, from which 
he was Slterwarda sent out of tile Frendi dominionai

The oaa% also, of Clmrles Edward mast be 
allewed to have been a ^fficult one. lie had to 
I satisfy Bumerous persons, who, having lost tiieir 
all in his cause, had, with that seen tl^ ex- 
tinotion of hopes which they accounted nearly as 
good os cCrtointi^ ; some of tliese were perimps 
elamorons in their appUcations, and oertfimly ill 
pkased with their want of saccess. Oth^ porta of 
the C3ievaUor*s conduct may have afforded grounds 
for eharging him with coldness to the sufferings of 
his devoted followers. One of these wa# a senH- 
ment whieh,has nothing in it that is gonef oi^, but 
it was eertoinly a principle in which die young 
Prinee was trained, and whudi may be too probably 
denomliiatod peculiar tC his family, educaM in all 
the high notions of passive obedienoo and non-re- 
aistaaoe. If. the unhappy Prince gave implicit 
ftuth to die proft^ons of etatesmon holding such 
notions, which is implied liis whole ivm^uot, it 
must liave led to the natural, though ungracious^ 
inference, that the services of a subject could not! 
to whateter. degree of ruin the^ might bring the 
individual, create a debt against his sovereign* 
Such a persoir could only booBt that he had done 
his duty ; nor was he tsertided^to- bo a claimant for 
a greater reward than it was convenient for the 
Prince to bestow, or to hold his sovereign his debtor 
for losses whioh he had sustained UirengW his 
loyalty. To a certain extent the Jacobite princi* 
pies ine'ijtobly led to this hold and egotistical mode 
of rcamning on tho part of tlio sovereign ; nor, 
with all our natural pity for the aituatioii of royalty 
in distroBs, do we feel entitled to affirm that C\|^;irI4a 
did not use this opiate to his feelings, on viewing 
the misery of his followers, whri^ho certainly pos- 
sessed, thoi^ in no giwot degree, the means of 
affording them mors relief than lie piwctised. •

It is a fact consistent with the author’s knowledge, 
tiiat persons totailj^ uiicndtled to, and unfitted for, 
such a distinction^ were preseotod to the unfortu- 
iiato Prince in moments unfit for presentation of 
any kind.
